One of imy 
employes, whose wife had been sick and who 
needed # loan, fell into the bands of one of 
these men who loans money on personal 
property, furniture and soon... He was going 
to squeeze the poor fellow out of everything 
he had, when I stepped {nu and stopped 
it. The majority of these bloodsuckers 
are without 


souls or heart or con; 
science, They refuse to loan over 
$100- to» any person, no matter how 


gteat the security offered. They let you bare 
#100 for sixty days on your signing a note 
for $140, payable at the end of that period, 
They evade the usury law. by legally loaving 
you $140 and charging you $40 discount. 
Just think what a skin that is, with millions 
lying idlo in Wall street which would be 
gladly invested at 4 per cent. or even 3 per 
cent. per annum. With this notemy man 
gave a chattel mortgage on household furni- 
ture worth $1,000 to $1,200. When his note 
came duo he couldn't quite pay up. Thosbark 
who held it refused to: renew it, but offered 
to take a new noto for $200 at thirty days in 
Place of it.

A Shadow on the Title. 

Whoen tho west side was farins tho country 
roads ran every which way across them, and 
many were really private lanes, although 
open for public use, In somo cases the origi- 
nal owners gave deeds léenving these roads 
out on the supposition that some day they 
would be streets.

tomo Italian operatives. Of tho Armory 
compaty’s 800 employes, one-third are French 
| Canadians and the restare of various nation- 
alities, only eighty, or one-tenth of the whole, 
being native Americans, What is true of 
this company is also substantially true of all 
the great manufacturing companies in New 
England. Nor is it necessary to goto the 
cities to see the change that several decades 
haye wrought in the character of the factory 
population [t may bo seen in tho smaller 
towns ‘as well.

The world famous, Endicott pear trea, 
planted by Governor John Endicott on the 
ancient orchard farm at Danvers New Mills 
in 1690 or 1633,is dead. Tradition has it 
that 1680 was the date when tho venerable 
tree was planted, but there is also evidence 
that Governor Endicott did not break up tho 
ground for his orchard until 1633. There is 
no doubt, however, of the great antiquity of 
tho pear tree and that it was frbm 250 to 260 
years old when its last vital spark went out. 
Tho tree stood on the north bank of the river, 
about half way between the Mills and tho 
railroad track... It had but one rival—an 
ancient pear tres at Truro, on the sands of

The Operation of Dehorning Cattle De- 


seribed and Illustrated by Une Who 


Has Practioed th® Method with a View 
| of Deeiding Its Advisability. 
In a recent Issue of Prairie Farmer ap 
pears a long article, with illustrations, on 
“Deborning Cattle." by T F Hunt, of 
the Ilinois Agricultural exposition, at 
Champaign _ The method «of -deborning 
therein described is pronounced 4s simple, 
efficiont and aapedinions Following are 
inebrief~this description, with twoof the 
cuts. 


FIG. 1—ROPE AND METHOD OF TYING 

To perform the operation are required a 
rope, a stanchion and a saw rocure 
twenty fivo feet of one-half Inch rope and

Keep the animals out of sight of those 
just dehorned, so that when their turn 
comes they will not be frantic withthe 
sight or smell of blood. Having secured. 
an_animal in’ the stanchion, pass tho rope

Not aan does the animal suffer but the 
operation is not a pleasantonesto a man 
of sensitive nerves. Jt hurts different 
animals differently; and the younger more 
than the older usually, in Mr. Hunt's 
opinion. Every one must decide for him 
self the advisibility of dehorning. It has 
not been decided yet to the entire satis 
faction of the public generally that de. 
horning {s désirable.

of/England, and claimed the support o 
all loyal sous and daughters of the church. 
The Bishops of the Province of Ontario are 
given by the charter segts on the governing 
body, as well ad the right of nominating 
each four representatives from their several 
dioceses, and also to ensure the close con” 
nection of Trinity with the church for all 
time, are entrusted with a veto power on 
all its proceedings. 

The Provost then went on to speak of the 
great progress Trinity had made in the last 
fow yoars—montioning that $110,000 had 
been collected for a supplemental endow: 
mont fund. The professional and ‘teaching 
staff had been doubled, and the whole cur- 
riculum thoroughlyremodelled and enlarged. 
Interesting details were given of the flour- 
ishing state of the various faculties of law, 
medicine, music, and divinity, the examin- 
ations in the faculty of music being con- 
ducted at present by Eaglish musicians of 
the first eminence, and the University is 
thus enabled to render to the cause of mu- 
sical progress in Canada the greatest rervice. 
Last year some 140 graduates were enrolled 
in the several faculties, whilst the number 
of undergraduates is 640. 

Reference was then made to some urgent 
needs of the University, which it was pro- 
posed to supply. For the enlargement of 
the College buildings, erection of a new Ja- 
boratory, etc., a capital sum of $65,000 is 
required, andvaninoreased income of some 
$3,500 towards the foundation and comple- 
tion of additional professorships and lec- 
tureships,.. For this effort, the University 
largely. relies upon the »now movement for 
extonsion of Convocation. Two hundred 
meinbers are already enrolled, and with the 
united support of church people, the mem- 
bership would rapidly become sufficient to 
provide the additional income, whilst the 
new organization will be of the utmost im- 
portanoe in raising the capital sum. 

The chairman then called upon the Rev. 
H. Symonds, Fellow of Trinity College,and 
Olerk of Uonvocation, to explain the work- 
ing of Qonvocation, 

Convocation was the great consulting 
body of the university. By the terms of 
the charter, the members of convocation 
were graduates who subscribed $5.00 for 
the dupport of the university, and io this 
way following the model of the great uni- 
versities at home, Convocation would be- ' 
come a factor of growing importance in the 
life of the university. It was last year re- 
solved to extend the usefulness of convoca- 
tion be enrolling as associate members all 
friends of the university throughout the 
country, who contributed the same amount 
annually as graduate members, such asso- 
olates including ladies in conjunction with 
the graduate members in each district who 


are to be formed into local assoclations,and =~ 


each association to send up a representative 
to the Executive Committee. By means of 
this organization the university would be 
brought into living connection with the 
church people in every district and great 
good would be done. 

The Rey. D, F. Bogart, M A., then 
moved the following resolution, seconded by 
Rev. 8. Daw :-— 

That this» meeting having heard with 
much gratification of the movement for the 
extension of the Convocation of Trinity 
University, Toronto, and the further in- 
crease of its endowment, cordially endorse 
the same, and with this object in view, re- 
solves that a local Association of Oonyoca- 
tion be formed for the city and district of 
Belleville. 

The Rey. Professor Clark supported the 
resolution in an eloquent speech, He had 
no wish to find fault with the educational 
system of the country, but held that it was 
necessarily defective in many respects. It 
was impossible, under present oircumetan- 
ces, to have a religious syatem of education 
based on definite truth, in connection with 
the stale. An education which was wholly 
or in great part secular, could never supply 
the proper motives for conduot or train men 
aright for the business of life. Secular 
education could but set before men the aim 
of rising in life, religious education taught 
men to do their duty under any ciroum- 
stances. He had had considerable expori- 
ence of university life and of different sys- 
tems of education, but he confidently af- 
firmed that he knew of no institution doing 
better work than Trinity University. The 
close connection between professors and 
students was especially dwelt upon. The 
highest aim Trinity set befure it was to 
train mep who would be men of honor and 
uprightness, and in the highest sense true 

christian gentlemen. (Applause. ) 

The resolution was then put and carried 
unanimously, anda large number of as 
sociate members of convocation were en- 
rolled, The meeting then closed with the 
singing of the doxology and the chairman 
pronounced the benediction, 

A meeting of the local

TEMPT TO CONNECT THE LEAGUE WITH 
THE PHOBNIX PARK MURDELS, 


Lonpon, July 56,—Among the letters 
read in the O'Donnell sult yesterday was 
ono from Egan in Paris, while he was trea- 
surer of the League, dated February 1881, 
, in which he said: *‘*Mr, Parnell is here, I 

have spoken to him about a furthor advance 
to the ‘A’ fund. He has no objection. We 
have agreed shat prompt action is called 
for.” 

Afterwards Egan wrote: ‘Parnell ac- 
copts the offer made by B’ (meaning Bren- 
nan). 

Tho noxt was a lotter dated October, 1881 
written by Egen in Paris to James Oarey 
in Dublin after Parnell’s arrest. Ale said 
“T have by post sent to M (meaning Mul- 
lett, who was afterwards sentenced to pen- 
al servitude for connection with the Pho. 
nix Park murders) £200. He will give you 
what you want. Whon will you under- 
take to get the work done? Giye us value 
for our money.” The reading of this caus- 
ed a sensation, 

Letters were then produced which show- 
ed that Egan supported Carey from his seat. 
in the municipal council of Dublin, also a 
note alleged to be in Parnell’s handwriting 
and smuggled from Kilmainham jail, ad- 
dressed to Egan, which says: ‘What are 
those fellows waiting for? Inaction is in- 
expedient. Our best men are in prison, 
Nothing has been done. End this hesi- 
tauoy. Make it hot for old Forster.” 

Further proof tended to show that Par- 
nell assisted Byrne to escape, and that after 
the moral guilt of Sheridan, Egan and oth- 
ers had become obvious to everybody, the 
leaders of the League maintained communt- 
cation with them and received money from 
them. The Attorney General proceeded to 
read ‘passages from the ‘‘ Parnellism and 
Crime” articles, O'Donnell’s counsel ob- 
jected to the selected character of the quo- 
tations. The Chief Justice remarked that 
the plaintiff had deliberately brought allthis 
upon himself, by saying that when leading 
persons in the League were spoken of, he 
was spoken of, because he was associated 
with these persons. The plaintiff had laid 
Only the shadow of a case before the jury, 
and had failed to appear in the witness box 
in the face of his counsel undertaking to 
produce him.

Outbreaks of Gladness In Hearen. 


Crete, Neb., July t.—Today thera is a 
great outdoor meeting at this place--a Chau- 
tauqua meeting—and people from all parts 
are present. A sermon by the Kev. T, De 
Witt Tulniage, D, D., is the principal feature 
of the occasion, The reverend gentleman’s 
subject was, ‘None Like Jesus.” Ho took 
for his text, ‘Unto you therefore which be- 
lieve he is precious” I Peter ii, 7. Fol- 
lowing is the sermon: 

We had for many years in this country 
commercial depression.

diate action. Now, if what you call faith in 
Christ has led you to surrender your entire 
nature to Jesus, and to corresponding action 
in your life, it is genuine faith, and if it has 
not, ft isnot faith atall 

There are some things which I believe 
with the bead, Then there are ofber things 
which | believe with the heart. And then 
there are other things which I believe both 
with the head and heart. I believe, for in- 
stance, that Cromwell lived.

o brave thing, what a grand thing that was! 
How well it. was done!” Then you folded the 
paper up and sat down to your morning re- 
past, 
with, and during that day, parbaps, you 
thought only two or threo times of the dis- 
aster. But suppose you and I had beeninthe 
mine, and the dying had been all around us, 
and we had heard the pickaxes just aboye us 
as thoy were trying to work their way down, 
and after a while we saw the light, and then 
the life bucket let down through the shaft, 
and, suffocated and balf dead, we had. just 
strength enough to throw ourselves over into 
it, and had been hauled out into the light, 
Then what an appreciation we would have 
had of the agony and the darkness beneath, 
and the joy of deliverance, That is the dif- 
forence between believing a\thing about 
others and believing it about ourselves. ;

St, John heard 
tho contest, the pawing of the steeds, the 
rush, the battle cry, the onset, until the pale 
horse came down on his haunches, and his 
rider bit the dust, while Christ, the con- 
queror, with uplifted voles, declared it: “O 
death, I willbe thy plague; O grave, I will 
be thy destruction.”

The Lanark Mine, 

Vretonta, B.C., July 7.—The Selkirk 
Mining Company have made the last pay- 
nent of $8,000 due upon the Lanark mine.

AGAINST THE TIMES 


Grave Charges agninet the Irish Lender— 
Points from the New Life of Mr. Forster 
Phyllis Broughton Gets £2,000.

Tho statements made on Wednesday b 
the Attorney-General are admitted by both 
sides to be of the gravest character. The 


question is whether they can be pros ec. 
he main points alleged by the Attorney- 
Goneral are in substance that Mr. Patrick 


Egan, during the year before the Pheonix 
Park murders, was in correspondence from 
Paris with the Invincibles and with Mr 
Parnoll; that Mr. Egan told Harris that Mr. 
Parnell was for prompt, decisive action; 
that Mr. Egan was sending Carey, one of 
the assassins, money and asking when they 
should get value if their money. Then 
early in 1882, comes a letter from Mr. Par 
nell written in Kilmainham jail to Mr. 
Egan in Paris beginning, “Dear Egan,” avd 
saying, ‘‘What are these fellows waitin 
for? They undertook to make it hot for old 
Forster. Why don't they?” 

The body of Mr. Parnell’s letter from Kil 
mainham is admittedly hot in his--hand- 
writing, nor is it known who wrote it. The 
signature is alloged to be genuine. How it 
came into the hands of The Times ia not dis. 
closed. Nor, said the Attorney-General, 
would they, even if the réfisal cost them a 
vordict, say how they got it, But they ex- 
pected to prove by experts and otherwise 
that the signature was really Mr. Parnell's 
He, of course, denies it, as he denied and 
still denies the signature to that alloged $e 
simile letter which has been so long before 
the public. Many other things are denied, 
and everything would have been for the 
jury. But on the issue now raised all men 
are agreed, If these letters are genuine 
and these accusations true, Mr. Parnell will 
be driven from public life in England. If 
the letters are lorged, and the Egan and 
Sh stories not proved to the satisfaction 
of the public when occasion offers, The 
Times will have to step down and out and 
the reaction in favor of Home Rule may 
even bring Mr. Gladstone back into power. 
Failure to make good The Times’ case 
would, in short, be regarded here as evident 
that these charges were the résult of con- 
apiracy, but now nobody can say what steps 
will next be taken. The situation is equally 
difficult for The Times and for Parnell. The 
Trish leader, though repeatedly challenged, 
has steadily refused to bring an action for 
libel. He could not, as Mr. O'Donnell has 
done, refuse to enter the witness box. Once 
in questions would be put to him which he 
would haye either to answer or to decline 
to answer, and either alternative would be 
damaging. He is not protected by privilege 
as a minister or ex-minister would be. Suc 
Gladstonians as I have seen sihce the ver- 
dict say that they presume Mr. Parnell will 
content himself, as he has done hitherto, 
witha blank denial of the authenticity of 
the letters. 

Mr. Forster's life just published supplies 
Unionist journals with a text from which 
they one and all preach anti-Home Rule 
sermons. This book brings suddenly to life 
those life and death issues in which Mr. 
Forster as Irish Secretary bore so great a 
part, His letters were admirable. They 
are the man, simply manly, frank and true 
as steel. The stories oe his escape from 
assassination read like so niany romances. 
Their literal truth is now conoeded. But 
what the Unionists most dwell upon is the 
contrast here scen between the Gladstone of 
1881] and thé Gladstone of to-day, His let- 
ters to his own colleague, now published, 
show the eager advocate of that very policy 
which he condemns wholly as practised by 
the present Ministry. e denounces the 
League, upholds coercion and condemns not 
only boycotting, but combination. If the 
existing law did not make it illegal he js for 
amending the law—nay, he wanted in 188) 
to hold an autumn session to put down the 
League, his own fancy, as he says, against 
the opinion of the Cabinet.

There is nothing more noticeable to me

buttons were fancy and large; now they are 
small, plain and cheap. When merchants can 
sell manufactured buttons for three cents a 
dozen it reduces tho profits of the manu- 
facturer.

In consequence, it 
is very seldom that o woman pays more than 
twenty cents a dozen for tho buttons she uses

But this style will not last long; it will god 
around to the old prite where it was profit- 
able to manufatture buttons. Two years 
the style was to wear novelties, and the but- 
tons used op dresses nover cost less than fifty 
cents a dozen. The size of the buttons begnn 
to increase, and it Was.not uncommon to se 
buttons two inches square on cloaks. Many 
ladies paid as high ns $2 apiece for buttons

eight days, so that a present had to be sent to 
tlie chief to appease him. Chicf Chulong's 
wife is also famous for -her power over tho 
numerous crocodiles which make their home 
in Khor Gineti."—Christian at Work. 
Prizes of the Ocean. 

Sperm whales, the monsters of deep water, 
are tho richest prizes of the ocean, yielding 
spermaceti from their brain cases, ivory 
from their lower jaws, rich, yellow oil from 
their sides, and (when discasod) the almost 
priceless ambergris from their entrails. Next 
in value comes the right whale, the inhab- 
itant of the Arctic, iu whose mouth whale- 
bone is substituted forivory. Thoupper jaw 
ig furnished with this substance, a great pile 
of which lies high on the beach at Herring 
cove, It is, porbaps, ten inches across where 
it joins the jaw, and reminds one more of a 
great comb with tangled hair attached than 
anything else, The ‘teeth” are closely set, 
and are three feet and more long, tapering 
to a point and terminating in rope like fila» 
tnents, 

While tho sperm whale feeds on squid at 
the bottom of the ocean, the right whale 
speeds along with open mouth, engulfing 
huge quantities of water and greater or less 
quantities of tho animalcules and small fish 
on which it subsists. When his cay ernous 
mouth is full he closes {t, blows out the water 
through his spout holes, and with the aid of 
his tonguo. swallows tho little creatures 
which have become immeshed in the curious 
attachment of bis upper jaw.—Cor, Balti 
more American, 


A Horrible Death Sentence.

He beat a drum in Jackson's arniy at 
the battle of New Orleans, fought in the 
Mexican war and served with credit through 
the war of the rebellion. Despite bis ad- 
vanced ago he makes as good a shoe as any 
shoomaker in the state. 
Whilo the emperor of Brazil was ill in 
lan his estimated expenses were 400,000 
rancs, The regular hotel bill was 1,000 
francs a day, but on account of his illness 
other guests had to leavo. and for thirty-five 
days the cost was 65,000 francs, A physician 
from Paris made two trips to Milan for 
40,000 francs, two Italian doctors were paid 
1,200 francs a day, and he had to givea lot 
of fees, 

For some time past Mr. W, D, Howells has 
abandoned pon and pencil in his literary 
compositions, using tho type writer instead, 
Mr. Howells sits back leisurely in his chair, 
thinks out bis train of thought, carefully 
fashions his sentence and as cach is com- 
pleted transmits it to paper, striking the keys 
with one hand.

The songs of the 
men aro of such a character that they cannot 
have nor need any accompaniment, every 
line ending witb a chorus, in which every- 
body joins, and at times fine harmony is ren- 
dered. At 2 o'clock a. m. everybody is feel- 
ing jolly; ot 3 in a fighting mood; at 4 
o'clock only the sober ones are dancing, ospo- 
cially tho lovers; at 5, as the first glimmer of 
dawn comes creeping over the mountains, the 
band winds up witb tho lovers’ “danza.” 
Tho last sweet words are whispered in- the 
eenorita’s car, and the company disperse for 
an hour's sleep, 

Bix o'clock exes a reunion of the cowpunch- 
ers, heavy oyed and a bit sulky. A nov- 
showing up at that hour is carefully noted, 
and at the next dance tho delinquent is sent 
on duty night berding. Not much work ia 
done that day. The men who ride tho lines 
are out, but invisible—aslerp probably in 
s0me canyon.—Cbibuahua Cor.

The scheme for the Conversion and Con- 
solidation of the Provincial Debt, 

Quenec, July 11.—In the Assembly yester- 
day afternoon Mr. Shehyn brought down 
& message from the Lieutenant-Goyernor 
transmitting resolutions for the conversion 
and consolidation of the provinoial debt, 

The resolutions, which are quite lengthy, 
provide for calling in the whole of the cur- 
rent debentures of the provinces, cither by 
redemption in cash or exchange for now de 
bentures, ‘Tho Provincial Treasurer is given 
power to raise by loan a sum equitl to the 
whole amount of the present debt, bearing 
a rate of interest less than 4 per cent., for 
the purchase of the present debt, Dut it ix 
provided that the ‘Treasurer shal] tix a date 
within which the holders of the present de 
bentures shall exchange them for the new 
issue or be paid in cash, the ouly alternative 
being a forced reduction of interest from the 
present rate t- the new one. 

This last clause, it is claimed, is illegal, 
and the bondholders threaten an appeal to 
the courts to test the legality of the pro 
ceeding, 

When tho resolutions came up last even, 
ing they were adopted without amendment 
and a bill founded thereon read a first time- 
On the second reading Myr. Desjardins, the 
financial critic of the Opposition, objected to 
the clause giving the Government power to 
eftoct a forced conversion of the debt and 
dubbed it equivalent to a repudiation of the 
financial engagements of the province. He 
said that the clause was unjust and calculat- 
ed to injure the credit of Canada. 

He moved in amendment that all the ne- 
goliations be conducted by the ‘Treasurer 
without any intermediary, hoping by this 
to defeat tle Government's agreement with 
the Credit Foncier of Paris. — 

Mr. Mercier said that the amendment 
was « ridiculous one, and would, if carried, 
only lead to the resignation of the Govern 
ment,

What soems to me to ba the most herculean 
task of getting the grounds and buildings 
ready for the opening of the great Ioternva- 
tional Fair on Sept, 4, is going on with a 
rush, 

The magnificent main exposition building, 
unquestionably the most imposing edifice ever 
erected for a permanent Industrial Fair in 
this country, is rapidly nearing completion. 
In my last week's letter I gave you the dimen- 
sions of this structure, and I hope before Jong 
to be able to outline an idea of how it will be 
occupied, At present the greatest difficulty 
the managers find is in deciding which of the 
innumerable exhibits offered from all parts 
of the country they wiH be able to admit. 
Tbe phenomenally large sum of $100,000 
offered in cash premiums is naturally attract. 
ing the attention of exhibitors all over the 
United States and Canada. I visited the 
Fair grounds yesterday after an absence of a 
week, and was amazed at the progress that 
had been made in that time, Have you ever 
seen a Western city grow when its maiden 
boom is upon it? Well it is somewhat In this 
fashion that the hundreds of acres 
of exposition buildings are arising, 
only there is a greater air of permanence 
and stability about them, Tho scene ought 
to be photographed; I can never describe it. 
T asked a carpenter who was busyMyith plane 
and rule upon the wallof a rising structure 
on the north side of the fair grounds what 
that particular edifice was for. “Prize cat- 
tle, I believe,” said be. I walked due east, I 
should think about an eighth of a mile, and 
asked a carpenter who was there at work 
what that building was for. “Prize cattle,” 
said he. It was really all one structure; I 
had but traversed the length of it. A most 
interesting exhibition, by the way, is to take 
place in a portion of this building, namely, a 
complete display of all kinds of dairy imple- 
ments. Here, as I understand it, is to be a 
representation of all the improved appli- 
ances by which milk is converted into butter 
and cheese. Inasmuch as one cow alone of 
all the famous cows that are already entered 
has arecord of giving 14,437,388 quarts in a 
single year, I shouldn't say there would bo 
much difficulty in getting all the milk neces- 
sary to keep the dairy machinery running. 
The cow I refer to is Pietertje 11, born in Hol- 
land, April 25, 1877. This animal, now 
entered for the fair, was imported {n 1582 by 
Mr. Alonzo Bradley of Lee, Mass. She is of 
Holstein breed and has given 30,3184 pounds 
of milk in 365 days. 

Already the building for the Bench and 
Poultry shows is completed, As nearly $4,000 
in cash prizes are offered for poultry alono, 
it is easy to imagine what a cackling of aris- 
tocratic cocks and bens there will be, 

But it is not the live stock features of tho 
approaching International Fair which strike 
me as most worthy of attention. I see in the 
enormous solid fountation which is being put 
down fora buge Corliss engine a vision of 
miles of running belts keeping in motion ma- 
chinery which will iilustrate the mechanical 
aud inventive genius‘of the age. I see in the 
splendidly graceful Museurn of Fine Arts that 
is arising north of the main building, an op- 
portunity never before afforded the people of 
Northwestern New York to study the works 
of tho greatest painters. Just to look at 
Munkacsy’s celebrated painting of “Christ Be- 
fore Pilate,” (which is to be but one of the 
many famous pictures exbibited), should be 
inducement enough to bring visitors here 
from many miles, St, Louis has long en- 
joyed the proud distinction of giving the best” 
annual fair on the continert, but Buffalo it 
sooms to mo bids fair to evlipse her,

In a Dust Storm, = 


An Eoglish traveller, Mr, A. R. Hope, 
wri iog frem South America of life on the 
Pampas, relates some experionces that were 
new and strange. Here is his aécount of 
astorm he witnessed one afternoon while 
he was visiting some herdamen on the 
plains: ‘‘A dust storm |!” they called to 
time to 

make any enquiries, it was upon them. 
Tho air was crowded with birds flying be- 
fore it.” : 

The next indication of its approach was 
that we felt particles of the dust blown in 
our faces ; and soon the dust not only in- 
creased in denseneas, but was niingled with 
pieces of plats and other substances carried 
along by the wind with such violence as to 
make the skin smart where they struck it, 

The whirling cloudsgrew larger and thick- 
er, and every one putting his hand over his 
mouth began to make for shelter. A few 
drops of rain foll, and these in passing 
through the dust acquired the consistehoy 
of mud. Deals of thuuder were heard not 
far off, and before long the force of tho 
wind was so great that it was difficult to 
keep one's footing. 

At the first signs of the storm tho cattle 
grew rostleas. Tho herdamen tried to round 
thom up ; the great herd swayed to and fro, 
and began to move before the wind. The 
last thing wo saw before the dust got fo 
thick that we could see no more, was the 
whole mass goiog off at along swinging trot, 
By this time most of us were safe in the 
house, where soon it was so dark that lights 
had to be brought into the room. 

For half an hour or more the darkness 
continued, Tome there was something 
almoat awful in thig strange phenomenon, 
but the othurmon soemed. to look upon it 
ag ® matter of course, and, throwing off this 
interruption to the day's business, betook 
themeelves to inaking the best of it,and the 
crowded room was soon a Babol of talk and 
laughter, while through the din now and 
again burat a short, sudden peal of thunder 
above our heads, 

But oxcept a few drops,rain did vot fall, 
and the herdsmen, whose camp lay further 
on in the track of the storm, were jubilant 
over the hopo that the rain cloud was being 
carried away to como downon their ground, 
Rain is, of course, most valuable at this 
timo of tlie year, and when it does rain, it 
does rain on thePampas ; tho weathor there 
knows its own mind, and no mistake about 
ib.

Columbia Highwaymen Make a 
Haul of $3,500 in Gold Dust. 

Victost, B.C., July 12.—A most daring 
robbery took place the other day about 26 
miles above Soda Creek. The Cariboo four 
horse stage, Mr. J. R. Tait driver, was on 
a bridge when two masked 1men confronted 
him with a rifle and pistol and ordered him 
tostop his horses. They then compelled 
him to leave the stago, and took the sack 
out of the wagon, which contained $3,500 
in gold dust. He was then ordered to get 
into his place and drive on. One of the 
highwayen wore «a dark calico mas‘, theother 
hada flour sack over his head. One man 
stood on each side of the stage when 
they ordered the driver to stop, and the 
largest man kept Tait covered with the rifle 
until he drove away. There were no ee 
sengers on the wagon, and as the driver had 
the reins he had no chance to use weapons. 
The Government agents are scouring the 
country with a number of special constables 
and all the Alexandria Indians are hunting 
for the robbers. A reward of $500 has been 
offered for their capture. 1t will be a very 
difficult thing for them to leave that portion 
of the country, and news of their arrest is 
expected in a short time. Mr, F. S, Bar- 
nard states that he believes the same men 
robbed the stage four years ago and succeed- 
ed in gotting clear with $4,000. Mr. Tait’'s 
brothor was driving the stage at that time, 
and the robbery took place about 100 miles 
below the scene of the robbery of Saturday 
last.

well. The boarders have all left the house 
Every member of the family, which is a 
large one, Were vaccinated on June 27, anid 
the girl who was lust attacked among the 
others, on the day of her removal, had two 
well developed pustules on her arm showing 
that the virus had taken well 

A reporter last night was talking to the 
doctor who attended Miss Vevvers He 
said that the attack, so far as he could 
judge, wasa light one, approaching the na 
ture of varioloid, and not likely to result 
fatally. 

The question which is agitating the minds 
of the officers of the Local Board of Health 
is, how or where the Voyver family caught 
the contagion. The owner of 77 Yorkville 
avenue told a reporter that Mrs, Veyver had 
bought a lot of second-hand carpets and fur 
niture with which to furnish the rooms, and 
she thought that the disease might have 
been carried in with the goods, The do« 
tors, however, have a different theory, 
Three years ago a colored family resided in 
« house in rear of 77 Yorkville-avenue, and 
at the time one of the family was ill with 
smallpox. Itis thought that the germs were 
never properly eradicated from this dwell 
ing, and through the usual process were con 
yeyed into Vevyver’s household with tho 
above result.

Birds that Sew, 

Birds that sow—how funny! But it is 
true. I know of three Jittle birds that can 
sow, and sew nicely, too, 

Yor thread two of the birds use a lung 
tough grass that will bend without breaking. 
The other—the tailor-bird—inukes its own 
thread. In place of a needle they all use 
feet and bill. 

One of the sewing-birds is found in our 
own country, called the Orchard-Starling. 
It hangs its nest from the twigs of an apple- 
tree, and this is the way the bird makes 
the nest; The outside wall of the nest is 
built of long tough grass which they sew 
through and through, with threads of grass, 
in and out, in all directions, just as if done 
witha needle. This the bird does by means 
of its bill und feet. A lady once carefully 
drew out one of these lng graés threads 
from a nest, and then measured it. She 
found it to be fourteen inches loug ; and 
and the bird had sewed it in and out of its 
nest thirty-five times. 

In the West Indies lives another kind of 
starling. This bird cuts leaves into a shape 
like a quarter of an orange rind and then 
sews them neatly to the under side of a 
hanana-leaf—the leaf forming ono sido of 
the nest. lt waves with the wind and no 
one dreams that a nest is there. 

Bnt the smartest little bird is the one 
that makes its ownthread. It is called the 
tailor bird because it sews so nicely. It 
builds its nést in a plant with largo leaves. 
Then it gathers cotton, and by means of its 
long, fino bill and little slender feet, spins 
its cotton into a thread ; it uses its bill asa 
needle to carry the thread and sews the 
large leaves together so as to completely 
hide its nest from sight. The spot looks to 
be all green leaves. There is novnest in 
sight anywhere, But the mother-bird sits 
safelyinside onher eggs.— Sadie L. Pickard,

Capt, Harston'’s Improved Accoutrements

Orrawa, July 13.—Adjutant-Gener al

A Man Who Knew Lord Nelson, 


There is living at Morton in Surrey, guya 
the London Globe, a man named Hudson, 
who knew Lord Nelson. His wife was a 
daughter cf Neleon’s gardener, Cribb, and 
he himself a3 a boy was employed about the 
yardens of Sir William Hamilton, avd in 
runnipg On messages and fetching parcels 
from the stage waggon. He well recollects 
seeing Nelson fishing in the River Wandle, 
near the old» Abbey mill, and sauntering 
with Sir William and his wife about the 
pretty grounds, which were intersected by 
a canal, which Nelson called ‘the Nile,” 
and which at that time oxtended on both 
sides of thé high road, Mudson witnessed 
the final departure of Lord Nelson from 
the house on the 13th of Septembor, 1805, 
just a month before his death at Trafalgar, 
and-on that occasion shut the door of the 
post chaise in which he left, receiving from 
him a cordial grip of his hand, with a word 
of good counsel, ‘Bea good boy till I come 
back again.” * But he never has come 
back,” says old Hudaon, ‘*and | don’t think 
he ever will.”” He still points out, at the 
bottom of his little garden, the rivulet 
which “used to feed *‘the Nilo,” though it 
now flows ifiia diminished stream and con- 
tains nota single minnow, Hudson says

Paper Pulp from Cotton Stalks. 

For several wecks there have been on ex- 
hibition iu the office of the clerk of the supe- 
rior court samples of py lp made of the bulls 
and stalks of thecotton plant. The pulp isas 
white as snow, anil can be converted into the 
finest writing paper. It is regarded as valu- 
able, and is the product of parts of the cotton 
plant hitherto deemed valueless. The pro- 
cuss by which it is mado is new, It is a pro- 
cess by which the ligneous substances of the 
hulls and seed are dissolved. By this process 
over 50 per cent, of the fiber is extracted 
from the hulls, which have been regarded as 
fit Mhly for fuel in the mills or for feed and 
fertilizing purposes, aud which were sold for 
&i aton. These, converted into pulp, will 
be wortl» about 640 a ton, From the stalks 
usually left to rot in the fields this new pro- 
cess utilizes about 88 per cent, of fiber of a 
very small expense, 

It has been settled that there are fertilizing 
properties in the oil of the cotton seed, and it 
is asserted that the fiber will not decompose 
for six years and cannot bo used as a ferti- 
lizer, This is why the woody matter elimi- 
nated from the stalk and bull is much) more 
valuable as a decomposing fertilizer than the 
entire seed. By the same process the ramio 
plant and its troublesome cousin, the bagasso 
slalk, is met and overcome. By the iecorti- 
cating process the fiber wus crashed aud torn 
out by a slow and expensive process. In the 
new process the ligine is simply dissolved 
out, and the snowy filins of tho ramie and 
the tawnier threads of tho sugar cano are 
couxed out as casily as the infantile kitten to 
its milk.—Atlanta Constitution,

Throo years age, to prevent the recur- 

rence of serious floods, the Government 
sot apart the gam of $10,000 for dredging 
Bolloville Harbor, the city to contribute a 
like sum, Acontract to the extont of 
$20,000 was made with Mr. Munson. ‘The 
Government pormitted tho city to arrange 
with Mr, Munson as to the payment ot its 
porton, and ho agreedto acoept $2590 a 
year out of the harbor duos, until the $10,- 
000 was paid. Of this sum the city has 
paid Mr, Manson $7,600 and will pay him 
the balance in 1889. 

Seving that after the expenditure of the 
$20,000 in dredging, tho work, according 
to the eogineer’s plans, would ‘be far from 
completed, the Government generously ob- 
tainod a further vote of $8,000 from Parlia- 
ment at the last session to go on with it,on 
the condition that Belleville should expend 
$6,000 in cribbing the Island in the harbor 
—n work essential to secure pormanenco in 
tho improvements, ‘This condition was 
gladly accepted in the belief that the §6,- 
000 could be obtained as a loan to be repaid 
out of harbor dues in future yoars, after 
158, the year to which the harbor dues are 
alroady hypothecated as stated above. Ap- 
plication was made to the banks, but they 
would not grant a loan unless ic were re- 
paid within the year, S> large a sum could 
not be levied upon the ratepayers, already 
highly taxed for 1538, and the municipality 
has no power to make a nute or notes ex- 
cept atshort dates, nor could debontures 
be issued without « yote of the people, to 
obtain which would involys an exponae of 
$500, 

Lhe deputation are instructed to ask the 
Government to go on with the dredginy to 
the oxtent of the Vacliamentary graat, and 
they are authorized to bay thas the City 
will enter into any bonds that th» Govern- 
mont way requiro that it will spend the 
$6,000, as agreed, justas soon os the har- 
bor dues are roleased from the Obbgation 
already incurred to Mr, Munson, They 
are further instructed to say tht they 
would favor the creation, if necessary, by 
special Act of Parliament, of a Boers uf 

arbor Oonmisgioners to take over the 
harbor and control and direct ita alfurs, 
which Board could, without delay, issue 
debontures to meet all requiremente, 

They would point out chat at the end of 
this week the original $20,000 will be ex- 
pended, and if operations are stopped now 
the work already done will be to a great ex 
tent thrown away. The shallowness of the 
water, so the Council has been informed by 
the contractor, made it necessary to drelge 
a channel for the scows and throw 
debris and remove it afterwards —thus hand- 
ling it twicv.

How well | remember that day—that 
golden day—at Cologne! The print of the 
Romau yoke is on it yot, for tho Church of 
St, Mario holds the aite of the Roman Cap 
itol, and has resounded with the armed 
tread of the Legions of Trajan, 

Of the treasures of the cathedral, noth- 
ing compares with the shrine of the Magi, 
the tomb behind the grand altar, where 
Gothic windows cist varied lights on ‘he 
tossollated pavement and along the Lonic 
pillars. The casket is six foot long, mod- 
elled as a Roman Basilica, enriched with 
artistic, sacred figures, carved jowels, and 
chased and enamelled ornamentation. In 
the French Revolution it was injured, and 
in the year 1820 a thief secreted himeelf in 
the cathedral wheu it was closed at ovening 
and spont the night plundering the shrine, 
escaping in the morning. 

It lost about one hundred precious stones, 
but, as we say of rich men, it could afford 
to lose, In the mass of jewels, gems, 
cameos, a few hundreds are not missed. 
The carved stonés belong to classic antique 
art, and the lapidary’s work is delicate and 
marvellously fine. At the head end of the 
shrine is a movable panel which the keeper 
slips aside, and behold ! three bare skulls, 
each encircled with a diamond crown, 

Tho names aro in square lettera set with 
rubies which flash like fame: 

Gasran. Metouron., Bavryazar 
—namoesasfamiliarto usashousehold words, 
[t was lke finding the graves of.old friends 
in a foreign cemetery. We had pondered 
oyor their seant history so long, had seen 
the many grand pictures of them, had them 
in heart and fancy for years, and now sud- 
denly to see their names in letters of burn- 
ing jewole | What wonder that westarted 
and smiled, saying, Surely those prophets 
might grant one little miracle to the wor- 
shippers who have loved them long ond well! 
We lingered about the shrine as became be- 
lieving pilgrims ; we marked the scene of 
the baptism of Jesus inthe river Jordan, 
the panel representing the Redeemer seat- 
ed on His throne, with His right hand 
raised and holdiay the Book of Life in His 
left ; the Virgin and Child, carved by some 
devout worker, who prayed as ho wrought 
and was blessed in his labora, It is the 
finest specimen of medimwval art, and is fitly 
placed in the first’ of sanctuaries, Not 
strange that the making of sucha structure 
is cloudy with myths and traditions. There 
are the pictured windows of world-wide 
fame. Oh, it is a pity to die without see- 
ing them! They were clear glass once ; 
angels brushed them with their wings, and 
lo! they took on a many-colored radiance 
like sunset dyes. Ethereal hands finished 
thom in a single night, and vainly does 
mortal artist try to copy tints which were 
never spread on earthly palette, 

And no one knows who designed the 
famous cathedral. The legend-haunted 
Rhineaboundsin explanations of the match- 
less work. It was given, so they tell, ina 
dream of the morning, a trance-like state, 
to a young architect who sold his soul to 
the devil in return for superhuman know- 
ledge. Again, they say it was begun by a 
forgotten architect, who for some crime was 
atruck dead, and the work condemned to 
stand still for centuries,

the valley of vision under some divine in- 
spiration. Better to me the tale that an 
emperor, generous and munilicent, long 
ago summoned his builders together, and 
promised them eternal fame if they would 
build « fane which should surpass all other 
fanes.

Lonpox, July 16.—The Canadian Pacifio 
Colonization Corporation to found the town 
ef Queenstown in the Northwest, has been 
formed with a capital of £500,000 in £10 
shares. At present half of this will be 
created, applicants for the first £40,000 
heing entitled to a bonus of one fully paid 
share for every four shares allotted.

Loypon, July 16.—The Boulanger: Floquet 
duel has considerably altored the situation 
in France. It is clear that Gen. Boulanger 
has discredited himself; not with reflecting, 
sonsible Frenchmen, for among them he had 
no credit, but with his own admirers 

When the duel came off it was the civilian 
who was cool and the soldier who lost his 
tempor. It is not necessary to admire duel 
ling in order to admire the démeanor of this 
elderly lawyer of 60, who had to face the 
youngest general in the French army 
Prime Ministers onght not to fight, but if 
thoy will fight it Is best that they should 
tight well. Beyond question M. Floquet ir 
stronger and more respected to-day fnttrance 
than if he had not fought. As for General 

Boulanger, his wound in the neck may of 
may not be as seriotsasreported. In either 
case he has lost prestige with the army, 
where he never was idolized, by allowing 

himself to be worsted in a contest with a 

civilian,

OPEN TO DOUBT. 


What the Wise Berlin Pressmen Sny Abont 
Emperor William's Journcy. 

Lonpon, July 16.—The visit of the Ger- 
man Emperor to St. Petersburg has no po- 
litical object, say the wise men of the Ber- 
lin and Vienna press, as Prince Bismarck 
sent him and Count Herbert Bismarck ac- 
companies him, This assertion is open to 
doubt. What is certain is that while the 
Austro-German allinnce remains unshaken, 
Prince Bismarck’s constant anxiety to keep 
on goo tovins with Russia also is again shown 
by this friendly meeting of the German and 
Russiwn tovereigns. That is quite enough 
to uccowut tor the journey. Lord Salisbury 
looks on suspiciously, even anxiously. 

The stories sent from Berlin to London 
about. the imprisonment of the Empress 
Victoria are pure inventions. There is, 
however, no cessation of the conflict between 
herand Prince Bismarck. The quarrel of 
the moment relates to certain documents 
touching the question of the Regency. dur- 
ing the late reignand other matters. These 
documents aresupposed to have been brought 
away from Berlin ar Queen of England, 
which is not probable. The Emperor says 
they are German state papers, and insists on 
their return, There-is no doubt material 
fora European scandal of the first magni- 
tude if this quarrel. be not appeased. 


Emperor William and His Mother, 
Beruin, July 16,—Communications from 
Emperor William to his mother were trans- 
initted from Spandan and from Kiel. This 
fact, though insignificant, has a significance 
in the face of persistent reports regarding 


the alleged unhappy relations existing be- 
tween His Majesty and the Dowager [m- 
press. If the messages only reforred to the 


progress of the son’s first expedition as Em- 
eror, they still showed that the differences 
tween him and his mother shave not ap- 
proscuad arupture, The Dowager Empress 
Victoria frequently sees Dr. mretiacbiirg and 
other intimato frionds of the late Emperor 
Frederick. 

Disputes continue to exist between herself 
and the Emperor in regard to the disposal 
of Emperor Frederick's papers, some of which 
the Dowager Empress says are personal, 
against the contention of the Emperor that 
thoy are State property and ought to be do- 
posited in tne State archives. The court 
circle believes implicitly that the difierence 
can be arranged in the near future by the 
Dowager Empress surrendering the docu- 
ments relating to the regency. 


Candidate Streeter Accepts, 

New Wrxpsor, ll, July 16.—A. J 
Streeter, who was nominated for President 
of the United States by the Union Labor 
party at its convention at Cincinnati, has 
written a long letter of acceptance. Ho 
says ainong other things that if it shall be 
the will of tho pedple to eloct him there will 
be some radical changes made in the admin- 
istration of affairs. ‘To the oxtent of his 
ability and energy the Government will be 
administered more in tho interest of the 
great coinmon people, but not to the injury 
of any class of our people, for all should be 
equally protested in their person and pro- 
perty by the firm hand of the law.

A River of Hot Water, 

The great Sutro Tunnel, cut to relieve 
the celebrated Comstock mines at Virginia 
City, Nevada, of the vast quartities of hit 
water which are encountered in them, af- 
fords an outlet to twelve million tons every 
twenty four hours, or about three billion 
gallons, Some of the water as it finds its 
way into the mines, has a temperature of 
195 deg , while four miles from the mouth 
of the tunnel the temperature ranges from 
130 deg, to 135 deg. To obviate the in- 
convenience which would arise from the 
vapor such a vast juantity of water would 
give off, the flow is conducted through the 
entire tunnel four miles, in alight flume of 
pine. At the point of exit the water has 
lost but seven degrees of heat. Sixty fect 
below the mouth of the tunnel the hot 
water is utilized for turning machincry be 
longing to the company, from whence it is 
carried uff by a tunnel eleven hundred feet 
in length, which serves as a waterway. 
Leaying the waterway tunnel, tho water 
flows to the Carson River, a mile and a 
half distant. This hot water is beirg 
utilized for many purposes. The boys 
have arranged several pools where they 
indulge in hot baths, The miners and 
others use it for Jaundry purposes, and 
arrangements are being niade whereby a 
thousand acres belonging to the company 
are being irrigated. Lt is proposed to con- 
duct the hot water thrwugh iron pipes e- 
neath the surface of the soil, near the roots 
of thousands of fruit trees which are to be 
planted, and in a similar manner give the 
nocessary warmth toa number of hot houses 
to be used for the propagation of early 
fruits and vegetables.

Work on the Nicaragua Canal. 

The work on the Nicaragua canal will be 
begun in September of this year, and will be 
finished in 1893. A careful calculation of the 
cost of tho enterprise puts the amount at 
$50,000,000, antl the company is bonded for 
$100,000,000. Fortunately, tho men who are 
in the work are able by themselves to find all 
the money needed, and we will not have to 
ask anybody for anything. Tho Nicaragua 
route is the only practical one. No matter 
how much money the French may raise—and 
they havo already spent $200,000,000 and will 
have to spend the same amount more—they 
have not got the natural road between] tho 
two oceans—and wo have got it. Our canal 
can be built for $50,000,000; theirs will cost 
eight times as much, Our route has a natural 
lake with thousands of feet of water at the 
top of the divide; they havo nothing of the 
sort, We can raise the money and they can- 
not, Besides this, it stands to reason that 
the United States will not let any foreign 
power control the canal when it is built, and 
that is a factor which you must consider. 

Despite the tremendous expenditure of 
money at Panama, we in Central America 
have no faith in tho canal there. De Les- 
seps cut through Suez, but that feat had been 
accomplished twice before, Tho Suez canal 
had twice been opened, Panama, however, 
isnew ground, and practical engineers do 
not believe in his work or his conclusions. 
The proposed Tehauntepec ship railroad 
(Eads’s scheme), now being pushed by Col. 
Andrews, is met with equal incredulity. As 
long as it costs $25,000 to dry dock a vessel 
like the Servia we may be pardoned for re- 
fusing to believe in a scheme for taking ves- 
sels out of the water for an ordinary com- 
mercial toll.—Edward James’ Letter. 


Curious Incident of War. 

Some interesting information with refer- 
ence to a very curious incident which oc- 
curred during tho Franco-German war has 
just come to hand, In 1870 threo French 
visitors established themselves at a hotel in a 
well known German town, where they re- 
mained several months. Being then in want 
of funds and unable to pay their bill they 
were compelled to leave a package which 
they had brought from France in the hands 
of the landlord in satisfaction of his claim. 
This upon examination was found to contain 
a sumptuously designed .state chair, Tho 
namo Napoleon was embroidered upon the 
sillc covering of the back and seat, and, on 
the occupant pressiez his hands upon the 
finely caryed gilt arms, a musical air was 
played by an instrument concealed within 
the fupholstery. Thecare of this remarka- 
ble piece of furniture seemed the only occu- 
pation of the strangers, who aro supposed to 
have been awaiting the advance of the French 
army, and, in the event of its proving vic- 
torious, would doubtless have convoyed the 
chair to Berlin, where, it is presumed, it was 
to have bean used as a throne by the Emperor 
Napoleon. The chair remains in the posses 
sion of the widow of the Frenchman's bost.

searched it Chey had a warrant for Geo. 
J. Jarvis and Mrs. Magdalene Campbell 
The officors waited patiently till they had 
dressed thomselves, then they were taken to 
the Central Station in a hack and locked up 
ona charge of adultery. They remained in 
prison until Monday morning, when they 
revealed their identity to the police and | 
caused a big sensation at the same time 


Mra. Campbell was discovered to be the wife 
of Allen Campbell. George J. Jarvis, her 
companion, is a son of the late sheriff of To- 
ronto, and both were taken into the judge's 
private oftice, whore they told their stories 
Jarvis announced that he was married and 
had two children. About a year ago he 
left his wife and settled $35,000 on 
her. He had been intimate with Mrs. 
Campbell, who is the daughter of a 
deceased army officer, and was living 
in Toronto with her mother. Jarvis o 
short time ago went to Europe, first ar- 
ranging that she should marry Allen Camp- 
bell, This scheme was successfully carried 
out, and when Jarvis came back he found his 
former mistress living quictly as Mrs, Camp- 
bell. Things went on until Jarvis, who has 
lots of money, got on a spree, and then he 
immediately hunted up Mrs. Campbell and 
persuaded ee torun away with him, and 
she consented apparently without much 
hesitation, and they at once came to this 
city. Mrs. Campbell was finely attired, and 
her diamonds sparkled strangely in the dark 
ovison. ‘Of course I lived with George as 
is wife," she said. ‘‘It was wrong, But I 
love him as I pever have, never can, love 
Allen, When Gerge came for me I could 
not resist.” Sho states that she married 
Campbellin April last and Jarvis announced 
that they were in this State with the ulti- 
mate object of procuring respective divorces 
and then being married.

THE FISHERIES TREATY, 


Mr. Pugh Addresses the Senate in Favor of 
its Ratification. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The Senate pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the Fishery 
Treaty in open executive session and was 
addressed by Mr. Pugh in favor of its ratifi- 
cation, He said that the people of Canada 
were naturally citizens of the United States 
and could be made so by practice, so that it 
would be the best ollet of the people of 
tho States to be Fieral and forbearing 
with that neighboring people. The 
reason for the opposition to the treaty was 
found in the fifteenth article, which, it was 
feared, would give the American market 
to Canada, 

He referred to a statement made by Mr. 
Sherman in secret session that he intended to 
offeran amendment to strike out the fifteenth 
article under the general \:uderstanding that 
amendments were to be offered and said it 
was not until Republican Senators had de- 
termined that no amendments would be 
offered that they agreed to bring the treaty 
into open discussion. 

In conclusion he said that the Presi- 
dent had discharged his duty with due care 
to the rights of American fishermen and free 
from any partisan consideration. It was 
for the people to decide whether the Presi- 
dent or the Senate was most to blame for 
keeping up the disturbed condition which 
was full of ruinous consequences. 

Mr, .Chandler addressed the Senate in 
opposition to the Treaty. 


TOO MUCH FUN, PERHAPS. 


Alleged Bad Effects of Co-Education at 
the Capital. 

Orrawa, July 16.—Foralong time the rules 
at the Ottawa Normal Scliool to prevent the 
commingling of the sexes were of the strictest 
kind, The were not even allowed to re- 
ecognize each other on the strect, Last 
year the rules were relaxed so far as to per- 
mit the young men to call on the young 
ladies and keep their company in the 
evenings. This conclusion was thought 
wise in view of the fact that the privilege 
was already enjoyed by some disobedient 
students. Just here the significant results 
engaged the attention of the faculty. Last 
year no student was awarded the Governor- 
General’s medal at the annual examinations, 
There was a good deal of typhoid prevalent 
then among the stduents and the failure of 
any one to qualify as a medalist did not, 
therefore, attract much attention.

The Fluctuation of the Lakes, 

An elaborate chart has been prepared from 
official data by C. Crossman, of Milwaukee, 
showing the fluctuations of the water sur- 
face of the great lakes for the twenty yoars 
from 1859 to the present time, the rainfall 
and the area of the lake basin, &c. This 
chart shows beyond question that the depth 
of water is now fully up to the average, 
and that the fall in tho levels of Lake 
Huron, Lake Erie, and Lake Michigan, 
which caused so much alarm among vessel 
owners and others interested in- lake com- 
merce, last winter and early in the spring, 
was merely a return toward normal con- 
ditions, the water in all these lakes having 
been unusually high from 1887, Mr, Cros- 
man’s chart also shows that the fluctuations 
in the Jake levels have closely corresponded 
to the rainfall, This should finally dispose 
of the sensational reports and theories set 
afloat a few months ago, to the effect thata 
myatorious fall had taken place in the level 
of the great lakes, which suggested a ‘‘leak,”’ 
sun spots, or some other extraordinary in- 
fluence.

For the Improvement of Alsnce-Lorraine— 


But it Was Not to ie, 


New York, July 16.—A Berlin dispatch 
to the Herald says a private letter of the 
dead Kaiser which has just come to light, 
reveals that he had two objects uppermost 
in his heart. The first was the settlement 
of the Alsace-Lorraine question, and the 
second tho marriage of his daughter 
Victoria. For months, perhaps years, his 
whole mind was given to the Alsace-Lor- 
raine problem. ffad he lived he would 
have tried the experiment of giving Alsace- 
Lorraine virtual home rule with Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg as governor. Then 
maybe we might have seen the realization 
of a grand dream. ‘‘Germany,” he wrote, 
‘would have been delivered from the 
cancer which has “been eating away her life 
since 1870, even as I shall perhaps be’ freed 
from the cancer which is cating into my 
throat.” With Germany and Alsace-Lor- 
raino independent there would be an ond of 
the deadly feud between the Gaul and the 
Teuton.

The Troublesome Chinamen, 

Tacoma, W.L, July 16.—Chinamen are 
still coming over the Canadian border il- 
legally. Deputy-Marshal Winslow captured 
ten Mongolians on Saturday crossing toward 
Edison, near the Whatcom County line.

Two ply cotton twiner yarns in cops only, 
made from single cotton yarns finer than 
number forty, used by the manufacturers of 
Italian cloths, cashmeres and cotton cloths 
for the selvages of said cloths, to be used 
for these purposes only, in their own 
factories, 

The foregoing is to be in force until the 
end of next session of Parliament, unless 
sooner repealed.

The Widow Again in Trouble Over Her 
Pets—The Ayer Case Appealecd. 


Montreal, July 17.—A deputation from 
the Society for the Protection of Women 
aud Children waited on the Recorder to-day 
and called his attention to the disparity be- 
tween the sentences on men and women.

KING NIWANGA TERRIFIED. 


The Crucl Monarch of Uganda Wild with 
Fear of Punishment, 

Lonvon, July 17,—The latest reports from 
Uganda say that the cruel King of that 
country is almost wild for fear that the 
Europeans are coming to finish him for the 
murder of Bishop Hannington. He has told 
Mr. Gordon, the only Englishman now at 
his capital, that he may consider himself a 

risoner, and that he will be killed if the 
inglish come to avenge the death of Han- 
nington. The Arabs have greatly excited 
the King by their exaggerated statements 
that the Germans and English have divided 
East Africn between them. They have told 
the credulous and ignorant ruler that the 
Germans are building a railroad to the south 
end of Victoria, Nyanza, and that the Eng- 
lish have included Uganda in their territory, 
and are building a railroad from the coast 
right to his capital. The frightened king 
has accordingly told Mr. Gordon that he wil 
be permitted to depart provided one or two 
Englishmen come 'to take his place. © Other- 
wise he muSt not venture out of the town of 
Rubaga. 

Gordon has also been told to inform the 
English that if an expedition, large or small, 
is sent by them to Tends his, life will be 
forfeited and the king will fight the intrud- 
ers. Inasmuch as the English have not the 
slightest intention of sending an expedition 
to Uganda, Gordon's life does not appear to 
be in danger on that score, but he is in the 
unplessant predicament of being compelled 
to remain in Rubaga whether he desires or 
not, 

Before King Niwanga succeeded to the 
throne he attended the mission services and 
learned to read a ilttle. He has now pro- 
hibited all his people from learning to read. 
They know that to be detected would be 
sure death, and yet a fow of them meet 
secretly to learn to read and to take part 
in the mission service. Niwanga says that 
now he is King, he wants to hear no more 
of the Christian religion until he is old and 
near death. He seems to think it isa good 
religion to die by,

THE CHANCELLOR’ S RESTRAINING 
INFLUENCE, 


Qucen Victorian Indignant at the Treatment 
Accorded the EX*Empress—A Sensation 


In the ouse Of Lordsa—Menry Labou- 

chere’s Loudon Gossip. 

Loxpor, July 18—The intended visit to 
Kugland of the Pridee and Princess Henry 
of Prussia has been postponed tll Septem 
ber, whon they wilt be the guests of the 
Queen at Balmoral. 

The Pall Mall Gazette contained last 
weck a seusational’announcement to the 


offoct that the Empress Victoria had been 
ut almost under arfest on the death of her 


usband. am tld on authority that 
these are the facts, but i cannot absolutely 
vouch for them. They are, however, openly 


stated in Borlin. The Empress was sup 
pos dto have obtained certain documents 
These, it is said, she handed over to her 
mother when the latter came to Borlin, and 
the Queen carried them off with her When 
the Prince of Walea was in Berlin for the 
funeral of the late Emperor he tried to 
arrange matters but failed, for he was not 
empowored to return the documenta. tt 
is farther said, but this seoms improbable, 
that certain securities are missing and that 
the will of the late Emperor is to be con- 
tested 

One thing is certain, namely, that there is 
a bitter feud between the Empress and her 
son, and our Queen isin a high state of in 
dignation, If the Queen has been so repre- 
honsibly, indiscreet a) to bring Prussian 
State.or family paper from Germany or ‘to 
acdept the custody of such, Lord Salisbury 
had better. make it bis business to sec that 
they aro re sthimed ot once, as it is ox rtaip 
that. i in the end Her Majesty will be forced 
to give them up, Any dispute or scandal 
on such a dp wold be mortifying, dis- 
creditable and dangerous to the country. 

On‘the other hand, if the story which’ has 
been current at Berlin for the last month is 
untrue, let a public and peremptory contra- 
diction appear without further delay: The 
story of the Empress having been pnt under 
arrest arose, no doubt, from the fact that 
on the death of the sovereign the sentinele , 
ave always doubled around the palace in 
which his remains are lying and that the 
new Emperor ordered a cordon to be drawn 
in order to find out what newspaper report- 
era were within the palaco or what ones 
asked for admission, as he wished to prevent 
any detailed’ information of what had oc- 
curred being prematurely published.

WHERE 


** Utopia” or Bacon's New Atlantis’ as 
any place on earth. Norfolk Island com- 
prises about 8,600 acres of land in all, which 
are mainly divided up into farms of fifty 
acres each, and every newly married couple 
gots one of these farms as a welding dowry. 
According to the report of our Consul, the 
government of the island by powers granted 
by her Majesty is home rule, pure and sim- 
ple, and is vested in three officials—a chiof 
magistrate and two councillors—who. are 
elected aunually by the people, the chiéf 
magistrate being responsible, and the gnidi- 
um of communication with the ,higher of: 
fictals, Tho three magistrates act under 
commissions bearing the great seal of the 
colony, issued by the Governor of New 
South Wales, who himself holds a separate 
authority as Governor of Norfolk IsJand. 
The Governor has, iv fact, unlimited power, 
but holds a mild sway, allowing the islarid- 
era to do much as they like, so long as 
they do not go too far. The lawa are fow 
and primitiye, and could be printed on two 
shegts of foolscap ; nevertheless’ they an- 
swer the purpose well,there being no crime 
b» spoak of, nor any lockup or need of one. 
There is no revenue, except a few waifs 
aud straysin the shape of small fines, etc., 
which seldom amount to much, but is re- 
sponsible for the signal master’s salary of 
£1 10s ($7.50) per annum, besides a court 
sweeper at £1 ($5), The chief magistrate’s 
salary is £26, but up to Jast year it: was 
ouly £12 ; this, with the emoluments. paid 
to the colonial surgeon, chaplain, registrar 
and postmaster, is paid out of the interest 
of a fund in Sydney, which has been, ac- 
‘cumulating for some years. 

The imports include clothing, groceries, 
agricultural implements, and timber for 
building purposes ; the exports, oil, wool 
horses, sweet and Irish potatoes, onions, 
bananas aud sometimes sheep, The oviland 
wool go either to Auckland or Sydney, the 
latter port taking besides sweet potatoes 
and bavaras, the other produce, such 
as horses, onions, Irish potatoes, et¢. The 
importation of liquor, except for medical 
purposes, is absolutely prohibited ; the Jaw 
is strictand the pedple care little forvit; 
there are no duties ; and consequently ro 
custom house or any other rcoord kept, but 
the imports and exports together in a fay- 
orable year would probably amount to £6, - 
000, The island has a population of 741, 
none of whom are poor and none ‘rich.— 
Boston Globe.

OBJECTIONS TO THE PLAN. 


A Violent Scene th the House of Commous 
—Needless Delay, 

Lonpox, July 18.—The scene in_ the 
Honse over the Parnell Commission Bill was 
a violent orice. ‘‘Mr, Parnell,” says one of 
his friends, ‘‘has not for ten years past shown 
so much passion.” ‘He was in a towering 
rage,’ says another. There will be more 
hot words when the bill is taken up on Mon- 
day next, which seoms a noedless delay. 

‘Two difficulties are at the bottom of all 
this skirmishing—the selection of the judges 
and the determination of the issue to be 
submitted. There are two judges whom 
the Parnellites particularly dislike, Mr. 
Justice Stephen and Mr. Justice Grantham. 
Mr, Justice Stephen is the ablest lawyer op 
the Bench, but is reckoned a strong partisan 
on the Irish question. Mr. Justice Grantham 
is not a strong judge; the Parnellites say his 
srepltnveent was a& Tory job, Neither is 
likely to be named inthe commission. Mr. 
Justice Day is said to be their candidate for 
a place on this singular, tribunal, and rumor 
points to Lord Justice Bowen as president 
of it. There is no word to be said against 
him, and though the youngest, he rake as 
the ablest man on the Bench. 

The other difficulty is even more serious, 
The Commission,» under the terms of the 
proposed bill, may ‘try almost anything. 
“The bill,” says Mr. O'Connor, this evening, 
“is framed in terms which ayould open the 
whole history of ten years’ agitation.” I 
suppose it would; but so did the series of 
articles known as ‘‘Parnellism and Orimo.” 
"Mr. ‘Parnell will not consent, if he can help 
it, to try any issne but the genuineness of 
the letters published by The Nimes And réad 
Ly'the Attorney-Generalin Conrt. Matters, 
however, have now gone so far that if the 
Irish leader recedes for any reason what- 
ever, the English public will shake its wise 
head. 

If Mr, Parnell goes before the Commis- 
sion, he will goas o client of Mr: George 
Lewis, that is the most important fact of 
the situation to-day. Mr. Lewisis the most 
skilful of solicitors, a man of genius in diffi-

GREAT WAS THE FALL OF IT. 


One of Ham'iton’s Tall Chimneys Takes a 
Tumbte. 

Hamivrox, July 18.—The brick chimney 
of Humphrey & Newberry’s tannery, corner 
of Jackson and Spring-streets, 80 foct high, 
crashed through the roof of the building 
shortly after 12 o'clock to-day. Two years 
ago the chimney began to lean towards the 
north, and an immense pole was propped 
against that side of it, Bienen the pole 
thrust it back until latterly it has leaned 
southwar?, over the reof. One of the men 
noticed this morning that bits of brick were 
chipping off and pattering on the roof, but 
he dia not think the catastrophe was so 
near. A very fow minutes after the work: 
men had left the building and gone home fov 
dinner, the great square shaft was seen to 
totter, and suddenly it collapsed and disap, 

eared. About fifty feot of it fell. This 
immense mass of brick crashed through the 
roof, through the second floor, through the 
first floor, and down into the vats on the 
ground floor. 

Between tho roof and the second floor was 
a large quantity of fine wool: this was near- 
ly allynined. “A valuable machine for clean: 
ing wool was on the first floor; it was com: 
+pletely domolished, In the vats a large 
number of skins were soaking; they are now 
buried beneath the debris. ‘The floors are 
cut away as clearly as if the boards had 
been sawn, Part of the chimney toppled 
ovor to the east and went through the sweat. 
house, where 250 skins were stored. These 
will be injured, but probabl not destroyed. 

If the chimney had fallen half-an-hotr 
curlior one life would certainly, and several 
lives would probably, have been lost. , One 
of the workmen was working all morning in 
the vats, into which the great mass of debris 
full. ‘The loss is estimated at between $2000 
and $2500,

not been ‘ropaired since 1847 The watoh 
lis of the pattern known as tho “Britivh 
Ballsoye " and is an inch ard @ half thick. 
Choe faco is of silver, roughly chased, and 
has a double row of tigures, both the Arabic 
and Roman numerals Oppearing, It bears 
tho mark of the maker, Thoman Linhard, 
of London, and the number 110. A search 
through ancient direotorios of the City of 
London, made by Mr. Minthorn at tho 
Contornial Exposition, revealed the fact 
that this jeweller did business on Fleet 
street, botwoon the years 1635 and 1658 
The works look as substantiol as though 
turned out yestordey. A tiny chain’ that 
winds around a drum takes the place of the 
spring in moderu watches, and the cog 
wheels and pivots ore all large and heavy 
The silver cases are very thick, The worke 
can be removed from the case or box, and 
when inside are retained in place by a thick 
o ystal that would flatten a bullet, 

When Sir William Johnson owned Johna- 
town, in Montgomery county, this state, 
and Jaid claim to considerable other land, 
he was a great favorite with King George 
Ill. Asa mark ot his favor the king sent 
the watch across the water to the noble- 
man. That was just before the war of the 


revolution, and when Joseph Brant, the 
Indian leader, started on his death spread 

ing expedition up the Cherry Valley Sir 
William gave him the timepiece as an in 

centive to deeds of- violence and pillage 
against the colonists, Thayendanega, as 
Brant was termed in the Indian tongue, 
promised to bring back forty white scalps 
in return forthe gift Settlers were mas- 
sacred by the score, but Braut’s expodi 

tion suffercd, too, and in, one of the dishes 
that the patriots made against his rear this 
watch was oapturoed. 

Une of the few women who escaped the 
Indians was Mrs, Mable, who fled by the 
light of the barning stacks and barns of her 
homestead’ to the woods. She had her two 
babes under her arma, and all hid under a 
huge root in the forest onthe bank of the 
Orris Kill Creek. While the Indians were 
near, the heroic mother choked the infants’ 
cries, and was forced to throw water in 
their faces to revive them. After the sav- 
sges had departed, she walked eighteen 
mues to Schuharic with her babes. One 
of them afterwards was the mother ot 
Daniel Minthorn, the present owner of the 
watch. Tho timepiece tell into the hande 
of Eyart. Van Eps, a revolutionary cfliver, 
and by marriage into the Minthorn family, 
where it has remained ever sings. Two 
yeirs ago « big monument was uu¥eiled at 
Brantford, Ouit., to the memory of the old 
Thayendaneya.

Strano Fatality at Sea. 

A telegram from Madras reports an ex- 
traordinary fatality at sea. Oo June 1Uth, 
boon after the steamor ** Clan Mackintosh” 
had Jeft Sucotra, a series of deaths, due to 
aspbyxia, occurred on board. The steward, 
accompanied by the butler and a boy,enter- 
ed. the storeroom in the port hold for the 
purpose of issuing stores, leaving a man on 
the second deck to receive the stures as 
handed up. Tho first three had hardly 
reached the storeroom before they were 
asphyxiated by poisonous vapors emanating 
from the hold, and the man above wae 
also overcome and fell. A fireman saw this 
man fall and reported the matter to the sec- 
ond officer, who immediately doscended the 
hold with a lighted Jamp. This was extin- 
guished, and the oflicer, overcome by the 
gas, felldown. The chief officer then de- 
scended and found the body of the secoud 
officer. He had it hauled up with slings, 
and followed it. He then descended again 
and endeavored torescue the others, but 
felldead. ‘The second and third engineers, 
two quartermasters and several natives, af’ 
ter recovering the bodies, were with diffi 
culty revived.—Caloutta despatch to the Lon 
don Times. 


Jerry Donovan's Old Enemy.

paratively high-priced goods, which sre 
often marked a certain number of dollars 
and an Odd nymber of cents, The odd 
price is Almost invariably go fixed as to be 
slightly leas than the value of some coin in 
common use, the idea being to tempt tho 
purchasor by the return of the small amount 
of thange.—New Yurk Sun,

and inducements that an admirable opera 
troupe bas undertaken to give Bullalo a sea- 
gon of comic opera, It opens to-morrow 
evening with that most musical production, 
“Tho Merry War,” Which is to be followed 
later on by “Billeo Taylor” and other frothy 
| operas, Fow citiesin the country possess a 
finer Music Hall than the one recently erected 
here nor one better adapted to the purpose to 
which it is to be put 
| Last week this building was occupled by

It 
is koown thatthe Fair Association bas taken 
the high mor! ground of probibiting pool 
eclling-on its racetrack, and this fact bas 
given ise to an apprehension that this re- 
Striction will be felt during the August meer 
ing. ‘Lhe August meeting is, however, to be 
held under the auspices of the Vark Asyocia- 
tion as in former years, the Fair Association 
not taking possession of it until after the 
Grand Circuit meeting. The purses offered 
for the Grand Circuit races this year 
are, as wual, liberal. On Tuesday, August 
Wh (the opening day), $5,000 is to be hung up, 
distributed as follows: $2,000 in the 2:22 
class, $2,000 in the)2;80 cluss, and $1,000 in 
the 2:25 class, pacing, The samo amount of 
money is to be distributed on Wednesday and 
Friday. On .Thureday occurs the grand 
special race, for which @ purse of $5,000 is 
offered, 

The prospects of the International Fair 
grow brighter every day. There is no longer 
any doubt that it will prove a great success, 
though itis doubtful if several of the build- 
ings will have reached a purfect state of com- 
pletion by the time fixed for the opening. The 
mafn building is growing with wonderful 
rapidily. Upwards of three bundred carpen- 
ters are employed on the structure alone 
which is now being roofed ip, and,will be 
ready for the reception of exbibits by the lst 
of August, ‘Lhe main portion of the Museum 
of Kine Arts will not be erected this year, buta 
spacious wing of the building is now in course 
of construction ain ply Jatgeenough to accom- 
odate the exhibition of many bundreds of 
canvases, I understand that the managers 
do not propose to admit to the walls of this 
art gallery any but the highest class of paint- 
ings, 

In 4 future letter I will endeavor to give 
your readers a synopsis of the cbief features 
of the live stock portion of the Fair. I can 
only to-day predict in a general way that it 
will be the occasion of bringing together the 
finest and most valuable collection of animals 
ever shown in America. Certainly no such 
quarters for the exhibition of cattle, horses, 
sheep, dogs and poultry were ever 
before constructed. Imagine ao great 
court nearly 400 feet square strewn 
with tan bark and surrounded, not by 
asbed, but by the walls of asubstantial build- 
ing in which spacious stalls are provided for 
the sleek and glossy would-be prize winners, 
these stalls facing upon a broad covered 
promenade, and you Will getan idea of thesort 
of quarters which ‘are being constructed 
for the exhibition of cattle alone, In this 
ample tan-bark court the choicest animals 
will be proudly paraded for the edification of 
the spectators, Equally spacious and s'milar- 
ly constructed are the quarters for the exhi- 
bition of prize horses. 

Applications for space in the main oxposi- 
tion building aro coming in faster than they 
can be attended to, There is every indication 
that almost every known industry will be 
represented at this great Intercational Fair, 
Encrmous as isthe main building it is ut- 
terly inadequate to the demands that are 
made upon it, and Many extiLitors have been 
allcwed epaco in the Fair grounds for the 
ercction of separate tents and buildings 
where thelr invedtions and manufactures 
can be shown on @ large scale. You must 
bear in mind that the Fair grounds embrace 
nearly one bundred acres, at) 1 alttcugh huge 
permanent buildings almost completely circle 
the mile race course in the center of the

WONDERFUL MAN THAN WI 
ALM AC TO THINK HIM 

What « marvellous man Charlemagne 
was! I think nothing soimpresses the mind 
with the idea of his greatncas as hie canal 
to connect the Pagnitz and the Altmuhl. 
We are told than he conducted fifty three 
campaigns in the forty-five years ot his 
roign; but what of that? Any fool can fight. 
Piato saya that tro perfect man is four- 
square, but I think he is the all-round 
nan, ond nover waa there such an all-round 
man as the great Karl lle was not only 
4 great warrior,he was a poktioal « rganizer, 
A legislator Ho coditivd the laws « he was 
a lover of learning, sud so free from ped- 


antry that he insisted upon collecting the 
national songs and epic heroic poems of 
the French race, which his stupid and 
pious son Louis burnt, because they were 
nob Latin hexameters and were the records 
of barbarians, He drew up sermon books, 
which he sent round to ignorant country 
parsons, and bade them read these whole- 
some discourses, instead of talking twaddlo 
or nonsense in thoir pulpite, But that 

which strikes me as the greatest token of 
his genius was his canal, To appreciate 
this one must know something of the 
map. Charlemagne wanted to make a 
waterway between the Black sea and the 
German ocean throughthe heart of Ger- 
many, uniting the Rhine and Danube. 
This was only practical in one way, which 
we can see with maps before us; but how 
did he discover it when the country was 
clothed in vast forests and was quite un- 
mapped. A huge horseshoe of limestono 
mountains encloses the Swabian and 
Franconian basins, and all the streams that 
rise from this range all but one slide away 
northward to the heel of the horseshoe 
and empty themselves into the Rhine by 
the Neckar and the Maine.” One only 
river takes a perverse course and cuts its 
way through the horseshoe in a southerly 
direction and flownsinto the Danube. This, 
then, was the only way by which the pro- 
jected water communication could be made, 
and Charles the Great began to cut a canal 

to unite the Altmuhl and the Pagnitz that 

flows into the Maine and thus decants its 

waters through the Rhine into the German 

Ocean, Charlemangne did not live long 

enough to finish his canal, and that stupid, 

blundering son of his, Louis the Pious, 

gave up the undertaking. He saw no more 
good in it than in the collection of old her- 
oic songs.— Cornhill Magacine,

: THE TARIFF ISSUE. 


The long debate in the United States 
House of Representatives on the Mills tariff 
bill, which embodies the idea of President 
Cleveland and the Democratic party on the 
subject, has been virtually ended by the 
decision in favor of free wool, This item 
was the most important in the bill, and the 


division was a close one, the mbjority being 
but 18. That party lines were strictly 
drawn is shown by the fact that three Dem- 
ocrats yoted for and one Republican against 
the clause, as to the importance of which 
our readers can judge from the following 
utterances of the New York Press : 

‘For the first time in 75 yrars the Congress 
of the United States has yoted to put weol on 
the free list. In all the vio.ssitudes that have, 
from time to time, shakeo our protec ive tariff, 
this is the boldest and most decided movo tow- 
ard free trade ever taken by the House of R-p- 
resentatives, The meaning of this step co -nnot 
be misunderstood or under-estimated. It is a 
tremendous blow at the whole protective syst m. 
The argument which applies to the duty on wool 


applies with equal force to the duty on woollens, | 


on iron and steel, on cottons, and on any other 
product of American industry. If the duty on 
wool is iJlogical, iniquitous and vicious, then the 
duty on woollens is equally bad and ought to be 
repealed. The argument that sustains the one 
sustains the other. In the same way both fall 
to the ground together.” 


After the passage by the House of the 
Mills bill it will go to the Senate, when the 
Republican majority in that branch of Con- 
gress will present a measure crystallizing 
their ideas of tariff reform, and on thatissue 
the parties will go to the people. The re- 
sult is by no means certain—in fact, the 
best-informed politicians across the lines are 
chary of giving expression to their opinions.

THE MILLS BILL. 


Great Tariff Debate of 1888—The Free Wool 
Feature of the Measure. 

WasttinGTon, July 19,—In the House to- 
day Mr. O'Neill (Mo,,) offered a resolution 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Rules assigning July 31 for the considera- 
tion of the Labor Bill, the pending amend- 
ment being that offered by Mr. Mills restor- 
ing the present rate of duty on tobacco. 

Ir. Lofallete (Wis.) thought that the 
motion made by Mr. Mills was not actuated 
by any sympathy for the domestic tobacco 
industry, ‘he amendment was offered not 
because of any consideration for the industry 
or because the farmers wanted protection, 
but because the amendment was necessary 
to help the Democratic party to carry Con- 
necticut, 

Mr. Baker (Ill.) made a brief argument 
against the bill in its entirety. 

Mr. Mills’ amendment was agreed to 
without a discussion 

On’ motion of Mr, Spinal, the present 
rate of duty was stayed on lob pipes, pipe 
bowls and all smoker's articles not otherwise 
provided for, 

The next paragraph taken up was that 
imposing a duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem 
on bonnets, hats and hoods composed of 
hair, whalebones or any vegetable material. 

Mr. Lehlbach, (N.J.) moved to increase 
the duty to 50 percent, The amendment 
was lost, 72 to 84. 

Mr. Lehlbach offered an amendment fixing 
the rate of duty on pearl buttons at 4 cents 
per line, per gross English measurement. 

ejected, 67 to 83. 

Mr, Springer (Ill) having called Mr. 
Dockery to the chair, addressed the com- 
mittee in regard to the bill. He stated for 
the information of members that 23 day and 
8 evening sessions had been consumed in 
general debate, 151 speeches having been 
made, The debate under the 5-minute rule 
consumed up to to-day, 8 days or 120 hours. 
The debate would be remembered as the 
most remarkable which had ever occurred 
in Parliamentary history. It had awakened 
a lively interest not only in our own country 
but throughout the civilized world, and 
henceforth as long as our Government should 
endure, it would be known as the great 
Tariff Debate of 1888 He then proceeded 
to argue in support of the free wool feature 
of the bill. The high tarifl.on wool had re- 
stricted the wool growers to the home mar- 
ket Phey could not ship their wool to 
other countries and the restricted market 
placed their products at the mercy of 
woolen manufacturers. The president was 
justified in departing from the usual custom 
of sending to Congress a message upon home 
and foreign affair’, and devoting the whole 
of his paper to a discussion of the tariff and 
the surplus. His recommendation as to the 
placing of wool upon the free list was clear, 
torcible and convincing and should be fol 
lowed by Congress. 


The Mills Bill Reported Fayornbly. 

Wasuinoton, July 19.—Tho debates on 
the Tariff Bill closed this afternoon after an 
unimated political discussion, when the 
Committee rose, and amid applause on the 
Democratic side of the House the bill was 
reported favorably. Its consideration was 
then postponed till Saturday at 10,30 o.m.,

REV. DR, TALMAGE DISCOURSES AT 
THE BROOKLYN TABERNACLE. 


Tlealth the Grandest Luxury Given to 
Man—Happiness Not Dependent on Out- 
ward Clroumstances—"'Godliness with 


Contentment Is Great Gain,."’ 


Bnrooxtyn, July 15,—The Rey, T, Do Witt 
Talmage, D. D., took for his subject talay: 
“In Good Humor with Our Circumstances 
His text was Hebrews xiii, 5: ‘Bo 
with such things as yo Tho great 
preachey’s discourse was as follows; 
Lf Lahould ask someone, ‘Whereis Brook- 
lyn today!’ ho would say, “At Brighton 
Beach, or East Hampton, or Shelter Island.” 
“Where ig New York today?” ‘At Long 
Branch,” ‘Where Philadelpbhial” “At Cane 
May? “Whore is Bostont’ ‘At Martha’s 
Vineyard.” “Where is Virginia “At tho 
Sulphur Springs.” “Where tho great multi 
tude from all parts of the land?’ “At Sara- 
toga,” the modern Bethesda, where the angel 
of health is ever stirring the waters. But, 
my friends, the largest multitude are at home, 
detained by business or circumstances, 
Among them all nowspaper men, tho hardest 
worked and tho least compensated; city rail- 
road employes, and ferry masters, and the 
police, and the tens of thousands of clerks 
and merchants waiting for their turn of ab- 
sence, and households with an invalid who 
cannot bo moved, and others hindered by 
stringent circumstances, and the great mul- 
titude of well to do people who stay at homo 
because they like home better than any other 
place, refusing to go away simply because it 
is the fashion to go. When tho express 
wagon, with its mountain of trunks directed 
to tho Catskills or Niagara, goes through the

impatient, and wonder why we cannot go as 


well as others, Fools thut wo are, as though 
one could not be as happy at home as any- 
where else, Our grandfathers and grand- 
mothers bad as good a time as we have, long 
before the first spring was bored at Saratoga, 
or the first deer suot in the Adirondacks. 
They made their wedding tour to the next 
farmhouse, or, living in New York, they celo- 
brated the ovent by an extra walk on the 
Battery. 

Now, the genuine American is not happy 
until be is going somewhere, and the passion 


is so great that there aro Christian people» 


with their families detained in the city who 
come not to the house of God, trying to give 
people the idea that they aro out of town; 
leaving the door plate unscoured for tho 
| Same reason, and for twomonths keeping the 
front shutters closed while they sit in the 
back part of the house, the thermometer at 
ninety! My friends, if it is best for us to go, 
let uso and be happy. If it is best for us to 
Stay at home, let us stay at home and be 
happy. There is a great deal of good com- 
mon sense in Paul's advice to the Hebrews: 
“Be content with such things as ye have,” 
To be content is to be in good humor with 
our circumstances, not picking a quarrel 
with our obscurity, or our poverty, or our 
social position. There are four or five grand 
reasons why we should be content with such 
things as we havo. 

The first reason that I mention as leading 
| to this spirit devised in the text, is the con- 
| sideration that the poorest of us have all that 
is indispensable in life. We make a great 
ado aboutour hardships, but how little we 
talk of our blessings. Health and body, 

which is given in largest quantity to those 
| who have never been petted, and fondled, and 

spoiled by fortune, wo take as a matter of 
| course, Rather have this luxury, and have 

it alone, than, without it, look out of a 

palace window upon parks of deer stalking 

between fountainsand statuary. These peo- 
ple sleep sounder on a straw mattress 
than fashionable invalids on a couch 
of ivory and cagles’ down. The dinner 
of herbs tastes better.to the appetite sharp- 
ened ona woodman’s ax or areaper’s scythe 
than wealthy indigestion experiences seated 
ata table covered with partridge, and veni- 
son, and pineapple. The grandest luxury 

God ever gave a man is health. He who 
| trades that off for all the palaces of the earth 
| is infinitely cheated. We look back at the 

glory of tho last Napoleon, but who would 

have taken his Versailles and his Tuileries if 
| with them we had been obliged to take his 
gout? “Ob,” says some one, “it isn’t the 
grosser pleasures I covet, but it is the gratifi- 
cation of an artistic and intellectual taste.” 

Why, my brother, you have the original 

from which these pictures are copied. 

What is a sunset on a wall compared with 
o sunset hung in loops of fire on the heavens? 
What isacascado silent on a canvas com- 
pared with a cascade that makes the mor~ 
tain tremble, its spray ascending like 
departed spirit of the water slain on tho 
rocks? Ob, there is a great deal of hollow 
affectation about a fondness for pictures on 
the part of those who never appreciate the 
original from which the pictures are taken. 
As though a parent should have no regard 
for his child, but go into ecstasies over its 
photograph. Bless the Lor today, oh, man! 
ob, woman! that though you may be shut 
out from the works of a Church, a Bierstadt, 
o Rubens and a Raphael, you still havo freo 
access to a gallery grander than the Louvre 
or the Luxemburg or the Vatican—the royal 
gallery of the noonday heavens, the King's 
gallery of the midnight sky. 

Another consideration leading us to a 
spirit of contentment js the fact that our hap< 
piness is not dependent upon outward cir- 
cumstances. You see people happy and mis- 
erable amid all circumstances. In a family 
where tho last loaf is on the table, and the 
last stick of wood on the fire, you sometimes 
find a cheerful confidence in God, while ina 
very fine place you will see and hear discord 
sounding her war whoop, and hospitality 
freezing to ath inthe cheerloss parlor, I 
stopped one day on Broadway atthe head of 
Wall street, at the foot of Trinity church, to 
geo who seemed the bappiest people passing. 
I judged from their looks the happiest 

ople were not those who went down 
into Wall street, for they had on their brow 
the anxiety of the dollar thoy expected to 
make; nor the people who came out of Wall 
street, for they had on their brow tho anxioty 
of the dollar they had lost; nor the peoplo 
who swept by in splendid equipage, for they 
met a carriage that was finer than theirs

Another reason why we should come to 
this spirit inculcated ip the text is the fact 
that allthe difference Sf carthly condition 
are transitory. “Tho Wouses you build, the 
land you culture, the places in which you 
barter, aro soon to go into other hands. 
However hard you may have it now, if you 
are a Christian the seene will end 
Pain, trial, persecution never koock at the 
door of the grave. A cofiin made out of pine 
boards is just as good a resting place as 
one made ontof silver mounted mahogany 
or rosewood Go down the 
resting places of the dead, and you will find 
that though people there had a great differ- 
ence of worldly circumstances, now they are 
all alike unconscious. The hand that greeted 
the senator, and the president, and the king 
is still as the hand that hardened on the me- 
chanic’s hammer or the manufacturer's 
Wheel. It does not mako any difference now 
whether there is a plain stone above them 
from which the traveler pulls aside the weeds 
to read the name, or a@ tall shaft springing 
into the heavens as though to tell their vir- 
tues to the skies, 

In that silent land there are no titles for 
great men, and there @re no rumblings of 
chariot wheels, and there is never heard tho 
foot of the dance. Tho Egyptian guano 
which is thrown on the flelds in the east for 
the enrichment of the s9il is the dust raked 
outfrom the sepulchersof kings and lords 
and mighty men. Oh the chagrin of those 
men if they had over kngwn that in the after 
ages of the world they would bave been 
called Egyptian guano. 

Of how much worth now is the crown of 
Cesar? Who bids for it? Who cares now 
anything about the Amphictyonic council or 
the laws of Lycurgus!: Who trembles now 
because Xerxes crossed, the Hellespont on a 
bridge of boats? Who fears because Nebu- 
chadnezzar thunders at the gates of Jerusa- 
lem?

However much 
Elizabeth may love the Russian crown, she 
must pass it to Peter, and Peter to Catherine, 
and Catherine to Paul, and Paul to Alex- 
ander, and Alexander to Nicholas, Leopold 
puts the German scepter into the hand of 
Joseph, and Philip comes down off the Span- 
ish throne to let Ferdinund goon. House of 
Aragon, house of Hapsburg, house of 
Stuart, honse of Bourbon, quarreling 
about everything olse, but agreeing 
in this: ‘The fashion of this world 
passeth away.” But have all these dignita- 
ries gone? Can they not be called back? I 
haye been in assemblages where I have heard 
tho roll called, and many distinguished men 
have answered, If I should call the roll to- 
day of some of those mighty ones who have 
gone I wonder if they would not answer. I 
will call the roll. I will call the roll of tho 
kings first: Alfred the Great! William the 
Conqueror! Frederick II! Louis XVI! No 
answer, I will call the roll of tho poets: 
Robert Southey! Thomas Campbell! John 
Keats! George Crabbe! Robert Burns! No 
answer, Icall the roll of artists: Michael 
Angelo! Paul Veronese! William Turner! 
Christopher Wren! No answer, Eyes 
closed. Ears deaf. Lipssilent. Hands pal- 
sied. Scepter, pencil, pen, sword, put down 
forever. Why should we struggle for such 
baubles? 

Another reason why we should culture this 
spirit of cheerfulness is the fact that God 
knows what is best for his creatures. You 
know what is best for yourchild. He thinks 
you are not as liberal with him as you ought 
to be, He criticises your discipline, but you 
look over the whole field, and you, loving 
that child, do what in yout dalibata ts judg- 
mentis best for him. Now, God is the best 
of fathers. Sometimes his children think 
that he is bard on them, and that be is not as 
liberal with them as he might be. But chil- 
dren do not know as much as afather. I 
can tell you why you are not largely affluent, 
and why you have not been grandly success- 
ful, It is because you cannot stand the temp- 
tation. If your path had been smooth, you 
would have depended upon your own 
surefootedness; but God ronghened that 
patb, so you have to take hold of 
his hand, If the weather had been 
mild, you would have loitered along the 
Water courses, but at the first how] of the 
storm you quickened your pace heayenward 
and wrapped around you the warm robe of a 
Saviour’s righteousness. ‘‘What have I 
done!” says the wheatsheaf to the farmer, 
“what have I done that you beat me so hard 
with your flail’ The farmer makes no 
answor, but the rake takes off tho straw, and 
the mill blows the chaff to the wind, and the 
golden grain falls down at the foot of the 
Windmill, After awhile, the straw looking 
down from the mow upon tho golden grain 
banked up. on either side the floor under- 
stands why the farmer beat tho wheatsheaf 
with the flail.

THE GOVERNMENT ANALYSES DE- 
MONSTRATE ITS PURITY. 


Fall Information Looked for To-Day with 
Regard to the Indinn Troubles in British 
dolanmbin—Deparimental and Personal 
Intelligence from the Capital, 

OTTAW A, July 20.—Chief Analyst Mo-Far” 
lane, Inland Revenue, has all but concluded 
the analysis of samples 
and itis underatood that the resulta will 
fully demonstrate the purity of the article, 
The analysis was originally instigated at the 
request of the Imperial Government who 
instructed their representatives to obtain 
evidence as to the adulteration of cheese in 
the United States by the abstraction of the 
butter and substitution of lard, the result 
being known as ‘filled cheese.”

‘There was no painful 
doubt about their positions, asin the case 
of some modern court beauties, While 
those profligate princes and shameless 
dames were disporting themselves at the 
‘*Meet” in the background, under the 
shade of the wood, may have lurked cer 
tain gaunt shapes, wild-eyed and ragged— 
starving peasants, sullenly biding their 
time. Nowsome of the descendants of 
those poor serfs own comfortable little 
homes and cabbage gardens, carved out of 
those vast idle pleasure grounds of royalty.

From the windows of our rooms in the 
little villa we enjoyed a wonderfully fine 
view of the silver winding Seine, of the 
noble aqueduct of Marly, and of the dis- 
tant palace and famous terrace of S:. Ger- 
main, That was a magnificent royal site, 
but Louis XLV failed to enjoy it, because 
plainly in sight of it was the solemn old 
Cathedral of St. Denis, in the crypt of 
which the princes of his race were buried, 
Sohe built Versailles, that stupendous 
mountain of royal pride and luxury—buils 
it with money wrung from the already 


overtaxed and desperate subjects— 
built that beautiful aqueduct through 
which the Seine paid loyal tribute, 


spouting water to please people of noble 
blood in the fountains of Versailles, and 
later, and by a mysterious double action, 
spouting noble blood to please the people 
at Paris, All these costly works did the 
great king, because he did not like to ‘view 
the spot where he roust shortly lie;’’ but he 
got there all the same; and so did Louis 
XY., travelling swiftly sans ceremonic by 
night, a pestiferous ‘‘body of death ;” and 
so did Louis X V1., or rather a few bones, 
buckles and buttons of him, left after the 
cruel quick-lime burial; and so did Louis 
XVIL1., that monster of obstinacy and ob 
esity; and thus ended the Bourbon Lonises 
of the direct line, by the grace of God. 

The summer fetes or fairs of the suburban 
towns are very amusing affairs. Many 
Parisians frequent them, taking the child- 
ren, for whom many of the shows and treats 
are especially provided. The country people 
in holiday garb and spirits are geen at these 
fairs in great numbers, an interesting sight 
to such Americans as are still “tin a state

~ Tho Cowardice of Suicide. 

»» New York city was shocked a few daysago 
by a strange suicide in one of our leading 
“hotels, tho motive assigned being the inability 
of the one who took his own life to provide 
for his "family, And yet he killed himself 
rather than stay by his loved ones and do 
what he could for them! This is so illogical 
that the temptation is to explain the deed on 
the theory that the suicide is necessarily in- 
sane.

The self murderer dares 
not face the consequences of his own faults 
or he shrinksfrony the “hard«duties: that ac- 
company his life, The choice he makes may 
be unreasonable to the point of absurdity 
and even madness, but we need not refer the 
act to insanity, nor is it so regarded in law 
unless there is evidence introduced. to prove 
unsoundness of mind. Very properly ‘tho 
Jaw regards the suicide as a criminal, and it 
may be added that generally he is a very 
mean one,—New York Commercial Adyvyer- 
tiser.

A PREE TRADE ARGUMENT 
THING BUT TILE FACTS 
(Hamilton Spectator.) 

Nothing is clearer to the free trade mind 
than that protective duties facilitate the for 
mation of corners and “combines.”” That is 
as evident as the lightof the sun or the 
Uonservative majority in Oumborland. 
How could it be otherwise? Let an artio'e 
in free of customs duties and a corner 
combine becomes impossible, because if 
dealers raise tho prico to a exorbitant 
figure other dealers will impoft it nnd so!! 
itata reasonable price, Witness anthra- 
vite coal, for example. There is no duty 
on anthracite coal, and there can be no 
com-—, Well, yes; ——. However, the 
exception proves the rule, 

Tho Toronto Globe 14 at present illustrat 
ing the truth of the great fict respecting 
combines by the coffee combine in the 
United Staces, where therd has been a 
“corner,” and, asthe Globe tells us, ‘the 
price has in consequence gone up immense 
ly."" Master Workman Powderly, of the 
Knights of Labor, has advised workingmen 
to boycott coffee, 80 as not to play into the 
hands of the cormorants who have effected 
the cumbine; but the Globe thinks Mr. Po y- 
derly does not know what he is talking 
about. What is wanted is nota boycotting 
of “the berry,’’ but a romoyal of the cus- 
toms duty, The Globe saya: ‘So long as 
the present oppressive tariff continues such 
‘corners " will not only be always possible, 
but almost cortain. It is the tariff which 
gives them power, and it is by that tariff 
that they are likely to have perpetuity. If 
Mr. Powderly took a statesmanlike view 
of matters he would not engage in 
such a peddling kind of warfare as that 
to which he ‘has committed himself. 
He would strike at the root of the evil by 
having the tariff so rearranged that such 
corners as he complains of would be all but 
impossible, * * * lt may bo all vory 
well to break the corner in coffye by abstain- 
ing from its use, bub would it pot be much 
more rational and much more effective to 
atrike dt the root of the whole evil by redu- 
cing the tariff to a reasonablo revenue basis | 
Why should workingmen bo obliged to re- 
sort to self-denial in order to be proserved 
from being plundered and over-reached, 
when their votes could always make such 
a syatem of oppression and robbery impos- 
sible? Many, we have no doubt, will, dur- 
ing the coming months, be asking sucha 
question, and will be led to gee that the 
remedy for ‘corners’ ia not * boycott,’ but 
a revenue tariff and fair play all round,” 

This argument is very strong. It is difli- 
cult to see how anybody could get around 
it. There is the oppressive duty on coffee 
which *tplunders and over reaches’'the poor 
workingman in the first place, and there is 
the iniquitous corner which plunders and 
over-reaches him in the second place. We 
really do not see how tho Globe's demon- 
stration can be overthrown. 

Yes ; on second thoughts we do see how. 

It. can be overthrown by one simp e fact: 

There is no duty on coffee entering the 
United States, 

The Globe's logic is irresistible, but its 
facts are as difficult to materialize as that 
majority of one elected to support Mr, 
Blake in February, 1887.

It is not confined to 
the rabble, but covers the educated and 
upper classes,

reasoning. They are in the blood of here- 
dity, and are purely emotional, rising to 
frenzy at times. The average white Am- 
erican has an emotional dislike for negroes.

All tho officers on the ‘Fraud 
Roll” in the United States—i. ¢, officers 
Whose duty it is to detect fraud—obtain a 
shero of the seizures. It is tae that the 
special agents of the United States Treasury 
aro not allowed to participate in seizures, 
but these gentlemen are handsomely paid 
($10 and expenses por diem); the apprais- 
ers also do not receive anything, but they 
are paid from $2,500 to $5,000 a year. Bo- 
sides all this, a special sum of $15,000 is giv- 
en the Secretary of the Treasury, to be ex- 
pended in paying oflicers for discovering 
fraud. What would ba said in Canada if 
the Minister of Customs was to ask Parlia- 
ment for $50,090 a year to pay for the de- 
tection of fraud? At once tho cry would be 
raised that the money would be used for 
improper purposes. It is the experience of 
all countries where Customs laws exist that 
smuggling and frauds up n the revenue 
cannot be detected without giving the offi- 
eors detecting a share, 

Most of the cases of amuggling and fraud 
that haye been discovered have only been 
found by the oflicials working and investi- 
gating during hours outside of busmees. If 
& man works overtime he should be paid 
for it, and Ihave no doubt many officers 
haye worked for months without finding 
anything, and consequently receive noth- 
ing. 1 know of one case of fraud where the 
parties were watched for over three years 
before the proof of smuggling could be 
established. 

The Customs officials of Oanada,from the 
Commiasioner downwards, are miserably 
paid, and with all the temptations by which 
they are surrounded have shown themselves 
an honorable body of men who perform a 
difficult duty with leas annoyance to the 
merchants and importers than can be found 
in any other country in the world, 

That Customs laws are a nuisance we all 
admit, but as they are necessary for the 
benefit of our Diminion we should be just 
and not blame Oustoms officers for doing 
their duty.

Cardinal Rampolla, the Papal Secretary of 
State, has also sent circulars to the nuncios 
at Bavaria and Austria, asking them to use 
their influence with those governments to 
induce them to advise Emperor William 
that his interview with King Humbert must 
be at a place remote from Romo. 

Mgr. Galimberti sought a conference with 
Prince Henry of Reuss, the German Ambas- 
sador at Vienna, and made an urgent repre: 
sentation, declaring that an interview with 
King Humbert in Rome would render the 
Pope's position intolerable and probably pre 
cipitate his departure, Signor Crispi holds 
that there has been no arrangement hitherto 
that the German sovereign sifould be received 
in Rome. 

In deference to Catholic sentiment, mon- 
archs mecting or visiting Emanuel or Hum- 
bert have avoided sanctioning by their 
presence at the Quininal, the Pope's dispos- 
session, and the Vatican has not failed te 
draw advantage from this fact, usir g it as 
proof that the Italian Government's occupa: 
tion of the Pope's territory was not defini- 
tive, even in the eyes of Italy’s allies. 
Signor Crispi, it is understood, attaches the 
greatest significance to the matter, 

Queen Natalie, of Servia, who arrived at 
The Hague to-night, has further cause for 
complaint against fhe Berlin Government.

BAUEREISN AGAIN ARRAIGNED. 


Bowles Heopeats His Story and the Accused 
is Mold For Trial, 

Cittcaco, July 22 Ihe trial of the 
charges against John A. Bauere isn, necusod 
under the State laws of procuring dynamite 
to be brought into the State for illegal pur 
poses, came up before Justice Lyon on Satur- 
day. 

Bowles was tho first witness and ho suc- 
ceeded in making out a complete case against 
the defendant. Ho said that after a seeret 
meeting of the brotherhood Bauereisn told 
him that dynamite could be used with good 
olfect and he asked witness if he could get 
The latter replied in the affirmative. 
The witness then said: ‘Bauereian gave mo 
$7.50 with which to purchase it, I then 
came to Chicago, but could not get any here 
and I went to Loganaville, Ind., where I got 
a pound and a half and brought it back to 
Chicago. I brought it to the Grand Pacifie 
and left it in room No. 34. Down stairs I 
mot Bauercisn and told him that I had it. 
He wanted me to take it to Aurora, but I 
would not and he then asked me to take it 
to George Clark at Galesburg and gave me 
$10. I took it to Clark and returning to 
Aurora told Bauereisn that I had delivered 
it. He then asked me to get some more. 

“T told him,” continued Bowles, ‘‘that 
Clark had used it, and he gave me $9 to get 
more. I went to Indiana, got more dyna- 
mite and brought it back. I showed it to 
Mr. Hogo—."' 

Attorney David was unable to catch his 
breath sufficiently to shout an objection, 
but his wildly waving arms brought the wit- 
ness to a standstill and he was told not to 
mind what he had showed to Hoge, This 
was the only sensational feature of the trial. 

Smith was then called and he substantial- 
ly repeateil his testimony given before Com- 
missioner Hoyne. 

Bauereisn was held to the Criminal Court 
under bonils of $3,500 which he readily fur- 
nished.

Another Striker Pinced Under Arrest, 

Avrora, Il], July 22.—Ex-Engineer Au- 
gust Koegel, a prominent brotherhood man 
and striker, was awakened by a deputy 
sheriff this morning and escorted before a 
justice on the charge of assisting Bauereisn, 
Bowles, and the remaining alleged conspira- 
tors, in procuring, storing, and distributing 
dynamite, knowing at the time that the 
explosives were to be used for the purposes 
of injuring the property and business of the 
Burlington eee Acoeel was not a whit 
surprised, pleasantly acknowledging that he 
rather Gxpected a visit from the officer and 
cheerfully accompanied him to the Justice's 
office, where he furnished bonds of $5,000 
for his appearance Wednesday next. 
Bowles was a former roommate of Koegol’s, 
and the testimony of the former, that he 
had left some dynamite in his room at Heck’s 
Hotel, was probably the cause of the arrest, 
Koegel denies all knowledge of the dynamite 
said to have been in his room. 


Carbolic Acid Poured Down His Throat. 

Cotumnvs, Ind., July 21.—Oscar W. 
Doyan, an engineer, died here this morning 
undtr circumstances that cause the belief 
that he was killed by his wife. They had 
been living apart for several months, al- 
though not divorced, she remaining in In- 
dianapolis, Last night she came down to 
see him, and they occupied a room together 
at the hotel. Early this morning screams 
were heard there and he was found ina 
dying condition, carbolic acid having been 
poured down his throat and over his face 
and breast. He died in a few minutes and 
she was arrested for the mnrder, She 
claims he committed suicide. 


Cross and White Convicted. 

RaAveicH, N. C., July 21.—The trial of 
Cross and White, the bank officials, on the 
first indictment, ended to-day in conviction.

THE SUDBURY COPPER MINES. 


A $1,500,000 Smelter to bo Erected—Mand 
some Returns Expected, 

Supnury, July 22,—A copper smelter, to 
ost $1,500,000 when completed, is to be 
erected here. Men are at work getting out 
material for the building, some of which is 
now on the ground, and the superintendent 
of tho smolting works has arrived. There 
are three copper mines, the Copper Cliff, 
Stobie and the Evans. ‘The former is most 
actively in operation, the ore obtained there 
being vory rich indogl. There are hundreds 
of tons of this ore waiting for the crection 
of the smelter, which will be situated about 
three-quarters of a mile from the Copper 
Cliff, These three mines are owned and 
porated by Ohioans, mostly from Cleye- 
land, The company owns the railway line 
to the Stobie, about four miles north, and a 
private line off the “Soo” branch of the 
Canadian Pacific, of a mile Captain An- 
lrews, re cently of tne Beaver, has general 
supervision of all the mines, Assays show 
the presence of other metals, but these have 
not been deyeloped to any extent. The 
ywners of the copper minos are not en 
loavoring to boom the property with a view 
to speculation, but expect to reap a hand 
some profit by actual working.

ing a large number of most desirable sot 
tlers. He blames the so-called philanthropto 
persons and immigration aid societion for the 
undesirable class of settlera sometimes sent 


out. These people know nothing about the 
class of settlers needed for Canada and often 
wont out undesirable persons from a mis 


taken notion of charity. Mr. Jacques has 
made proposals to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway with a view to bringing over a 
number of pleked men from the best agrigul- 
tural countics in England, and settling them 
ou sections in the Northwest, providing 
them with machinery, etc., and giving them 
a stated period of time to work off the in 
ctumb¥ance. The proposition is still under 
consideration by the Canadian Pacific 

It is understood that Mr. Frewan, profes- 
sor of natural history in the College of Agri- 
culture at Salisbury and consulting botanist 
to the British Dairy Farmera' Association 
will leave England by the next steamer for 
the purpose of making a ntudy of the agri- 
pulivice Riasedeoes of Canada He will be 
accompanied by Professor Sheldon and Mr.

A DUNDAS BIGAMIST. 


The Singular Disclosure Made in Samuct 
Hurst's Will. 

Hamivton, July 25.—A most peculiar will 
wos ontered for probate at the surrogate 
ourt office here a fow days ago, It was 
that of Samuel Hurst, a Silver’ who died in 


Dundas aboufa month ago, A_ pet usal of 
tho will showed that Hurst was only an as 
umed nameyand that the deceased's real 
name was Samucl Heays He confossed 
that he had been married in England under 
that name and that he deserted his wif 


about 35 yours ago. He came to Canada, 
issumed the name of Samuel Hurst and in 
July, 1856, married Annie Pallister, the 
daughter of a well-to-do farmer, who lived 
near Streetsville. He and his second wife 
moved to Dundas and lived thore together 
for 30 years. ‘Tho first intimation Mrs. 
Hurst had of her husband’s duplicity was 
after his death, when the will was read. 
Nobody in Dundas ever suspected that 
Hurst was not his real name, so well did he 
keep his secret. Under the will Mrs. 
Hurst gets $600 and two-thirds of his real 
property, which is worth about $2000, while 
the deceased's first wife, who now lives at 
Halifax, Yorkshire, England, is entitled to 
the other third.

cass and tho length of staple. What cross 
are wo to make? Will it be on fine ewes 
and a Leicester or Southdown ram? Mr. 
Leo,. judging from his own experience, 
says no; that the cross first named is an 
exceedingly poor one, and on the second 
named one is shortening the staplo of 
wool with too much dryness.

A Portable Swill Barrel. 

The sketch here given of a portable 
swill barrel was recently described in 
Ohio Farmer and affords a convenient con- 
trivance that many readers may be glad 
to copy. 

The correspondent who made the orig- 
inal of the model here shown, and who 


insking them very attracvive, which should be! has successfully used it for some time, 
& grea 
| summer months at the Park, | 


says: “I took two wheels from an old 
corn cultivator and procured a_ linseed 
barrel. prefer this kind, as it ‘is 
thoroughly soaked with oil, and burnt 
the oil ont of it, but not enough to draw 
it out of tlie wood. I have found it more 
lasting and durable, besides, the sun ap- 
pears to have less effecton it than any 
other kind I ever tried. I sawed about 
four inches off of the top end and put a 
lid on, I had stont iron pins or gudgeons 
soven-eighths of an inch in diameter, 
bolted to the middle of the bilge, on op- 
posite sides ata point to balance it, and 
swung the barrel to the frame between 
the wheels. These gudgeons are forged 
out of a heavy piece of iron, with a broad 
surface, so as to five strength and sup- 
port for the weight of a barrel of slop. 

“I took a1} inch axle of an old spring 
wagon, bent it perpendicularly 9 inches, 
then horizontally again, letting it project 
iu front of and around the barrel, with 
just sufficient room so the barrel can be 
tilted back to be emptied by means of a 
leather loop at A, in front, at the top. 
The barrel swings or is carried 9 inches 
from the ground to pass over obstruc- 
tions, and in case of mud, the wheels do 
not sink so deep. but that the barrel will 
pass over clear. The gudgeons rest at 
the bend at a point (e) in sockets or slots 
9 inches above the center of the wheel, as 
the wheels are not high enough to swing 
the barrel far- enough away from the 
ground’ without this extra perpendicular 
bend of the axle. Have a light, flat iron 
rod bolted on the side projection of axle 
at (f f) with two small bolts on each sido, 
and let it come to a point at B, through 
which the handleis placed for propelling 
it, Thero is a leg of iron at C, welded in

the center of the forward projection of 
the axle in front of barrel to hold up the 
frame and make it more convenient. D 
D aro buckets hung on each end of a 
wooden lath, 1x2 inches, notched, and 
wired on the iron frame with light wire. 
Now pull up to the swill tank, fill and 
hang on the buckets as shown in figure, 
and it is ready to be distributed to the 
hungry porkers in their respective lots, 
and the {nbor of feeding is lessened four- 
fold. 

“'T belicve a more simple one can be con- 
structed by taking the highest spring 
wagon-or buggy wheels and having the 
spindles or the ends of the old axle 
spoken of fastened directly to the bilge 
of the barrel in the manner before do- 
scribed, and putting the wheels on these 
pindles, which fastens them tly to 
the barrel; then a cot ple of thills witha 
cross piece can connect the forward ends, 
bolted to the axle with small bolts. Tho 
fudgeons are bolted on the bilge of tho 
barrel with four small bolts.”

Egypt's Ancient Porphyry Quarries, 

The ancient porphyry quarries of Egypt, 
worked by the Egyptians and the Romans, 
are to be re-explored by“in Englishman, Mr. 
Brindley, who has acquired a concession 
from the khedive. These quarries are situ- 
ated beyond the watershed of the Nile valley, 
about ninety-five miles from the river, and 
are reached by caravan journey from Keneh 
in traveling along the flank of the Gebel 
Dukham. The great porphyry quarry is 
8,050 feet above the level of the sea, and 
there are remains of an ancient town with 
workshops near it. Spotted and gray and 
brecciated porpbyries are obtained from this 
part. Mr, Brindley intends to transport the 
porphyry to the Red sea, a distance of 
twenty-five miles, instead of to the Nile, as 
in ancient times. Itimay be mentioned that 
these quarries, long forgotten, were redis- 
covered by Burton and Wilkinson in 1823,—

A Protection to Bottlers. 

The New York legislature at its last session 
60 amended the law as to containers as to 
protect the owners of bottles, boxes, siphons 
and kegs by prohibiting their use or sale by 
other parties. Hereafter all traffic in con 
tainers is mot with a heavy penalty, and 
junk dealers especially are prohibited from 
handling any of the articles havyings marks 
or devices branded, stamped, engraved, 
blown or otherwise produced, The owners 
are required for their own safety to file a 
description of thelr trade marks and con- 
tainers in the oflice of the county clerk and 
with tho secretary of state,—Sclentitic Amer- 
ican,

The twenty-tirat annual statement of Post 
Office Savings Banks to June 30 will be pub- 
lished to-morrow and is the most sutisfac- 
tory one ever issued. Although there were 
over 100,000 accounts remaining open at the 
end of the year they were all balanced, the 
interest calculated and the statement pre- 
pared in little more than three weeks 
from the close of the fiscal year, a feat 
of which, the postal authorities may be 

proud, 

During the year the number of depositors 
increased 1100, the largest increase in any 
one year since the system was established. 

The number of accounts remaining open 
at the end of the year was 101,963 against 
90,159 last year. The balance at the credit 
of depositors increased $1,250,000 and at 
the end of the fiscal year reached $20,686, - 
032. The expenses of management are the 
same as last year or within a few dollars, 
The increase in small deposits is a healthy 
sign, 

Under the policy adopted last year of not 
allowing savings banks to be used as a place 
of deposits for large amounts a salutary 
situation was given to the purely savings 
character of the bank. 

Anew column has been added to the 
statement showing that the process of ab- 
sorption of Dominion Government Savings 
Bank accounts has begun, The omount 
transferred from the Government Savings 
Bank to the Postoflice Savings Bank was 
$217,385. 

The Governor-General has consented to 
become patron of the Dominion Artillery 
Association. 

The Department of Justice has received a 
request from the Quebec Government to 
take steps for the extradition of Wm. 
Coleman and John O’Halligan, arrested in 
St. Albans, Vt., about a month ago on a 
Boarae of highway robbery committed at 
Stanbridge. Itis stated that Capt. Sears 
of C School of Infantry, Toronto, and Capt.

rent expenses, the rate last year would have: 


beon as high as this. Debentures to the 
amount of $12,000'matured this year, and 
there were but $8,600 in the sinking-fund. 
If the $3,716 Of tax money had been placed 
in the sinking fund, there would be sufli- 
cient to mevt the demand, and the whole 
| amount could be rélieved. But as itis, only 
$8,500 can be paid, and the remainder will 
have to be carried until the debt is consol- 
idated in 1890. He then traced the rate of 
taxation for each year from 1871, and by 
showing the amounts of debentures issued, 
demonstrated that whilo the rate had been 
kept down it did not provide sufticient to 
run the affairs of the city—that money was 
borrowed to meet the deticienoy, which the 
present ratepayers have to be levied upon 
to pay plus interest. While large sums had 
been voted to railways, he did not believe 
that the money had been altogether wasted, 
The $25,000 to the Grand Trunk, he be- 
lieved was money well spent. We have 
the Grand Junction, and as it is now the 
terminus of the Midland’ system, some 
benefit was apt to come trom it, as Belle- 
ville would be the centre for transhipment 
of freight, which would be cousiderable now 
that the Grand Trunk had tapped Sault 
Ste Marie. Kingston, he said, had quoted 
Belleyille’s rate of taxation as a’siga of de- 
oty. Butit wasnotso. 1t showed that 
Belleville was alive and ambitious, and had 
been progressing when. Kingaton was 
sleeping. We have been a little tuo enter- 
prising, perhaps, but we have yood results 
to show, viz, the best lighted city in the 
province as well as the best system of water 
works. He did not expect that his budget 
would meet with the approval of all the 
members of the council, but hoped that the 
sums estimated for the committees would 
not be overrun. He then touched the-one- 
collector system, showing that out of $73,- 
578 collected the assessors got $1,800, 
which was about equally divided between 
them. This year the assessment would be 
$50,000 and the premium he proposed to 
offer for the prompt payment of taxes—3 
per cent, off—would greatly aida collector 
in the discharge of his duties. __[jagt_ year 
‘the taxes were well collected and the maney 
handed promptly every Monday morning. 
One collector had ample time to efficient- 
ly manage the Water Works Company and 
the other had equal leisure.

I realized what ao thrilling drama it was, 
There is the old city; shorter by name than 
any other city in the ages, spelled with two 
letters—A, I—Ai. Joshua and his men want 
to tako it. How to do this is the question. On 
a former occasion, in a straightforward, face 
to face fight, they had been defeated; but 
now they are going to take it by ambuscade. 
General Joshua has two divisions i bis army 
—the one division the battle worn commander 
will lead himself, the other division he sends 
off to encamp in an ambush on the west side 
of the city of Ai. No torches, no lanterns, 
no sound of heayy battalions, but 80,000 
swarthy warriors moving in _ silence, 
speaking only in a whisper; no click- 
ing of swords agninst shields, . lest

Why, the) could not be- 
lieve their own ears, Is Joshua's courage 
failing him? 

The retreat is beaten and the Israelites are 
flying, throwing blankets and canteens on 
every side under this worse than Bull Run 
defeat, And you ougbt to bear the soldiers 
of Ai cheer, and cheer, and chetr*But they 
huzzah toosoon. Themen, lying in ambush, 
are straining their vision to get some signal 
from Joshua that they may know what time, 
to drop upon the city. Joshua takes. his 
burnished spear, glistening in the sun like a 
shaft of doom, and points it toward the

Ho descended into hell. All the recorts of 
earthly retreat are as nothing compared with 
this falling. Santa Anna, with the frag- 
ments of his army flying over the plateaux 
of Mexico, and Napoleon and his army re- 


treating from Moscow in the awful 
snows of Russia are not worthy to 
be mentioned with this retreat, when 


all the powers of darkness seem to be pur- 
suing Christ as he fell back, until the body 
of him who came to do such wonderful 
things lay pulseless and stripped. Methinks 
that the city of Ai was notso emptied of its 
inhabitants when they went to pursue Joshua 
as perdition was emptied of devils when they 
started for the pursuit of Christ, and he fell 
back and back, down lower, down lower, 
chasm below chasm, pit below pit, until he 
seenied to strike the bottom of objurgation 
and scorn and torture, Oh! the long, loud, 
jubilant shout of hell at the defeat of the 
Lord God Almighty!

If you had stood at Long Bridge, 
Washington, during the opening of our sad 
civil war, you would know what it is to see 
anarmy run, And when those men of Ai 
looked gut and saw those men of Joshua in a 
stampede, they expected easy work. They 
would scatter them as the equinox the 
leaves. O, the gleeful and jubilant de- 
scent of the men of Ai upon the men 
of Joshua! But their exhilaration was 
brief, for the tide of battle turned, 
and these quondam conquerers left their 
miserable carcasses in the wilderness of 
Betbaven. Soitalwaysis, The triumph of 
the wicked is short. You make $20,000 at the 
gaming table. Do you expect tokeep it? You 
will die in the poorhouse, You made a fortune 
by iniquitous traftic. Do you expect to keep it? 
Your money will scatter, or it will stay long 
enough to curse your children after you are 
dead, Call over the roll of bad men who 
prospered and see how short was their pros- 
perity. For a while like the men of Ai 
they went from conquest to conquest, 
but after a while disaster rolled back upon 
them and they were divided into three 
parts; misfortune took their property, the 
grave took their body, and the lost 
world took their soul. I am always inter- 
ested in the building of theatres and the 
building of dissipating saloons, I like to 
have them built of the best granite and have 
the rooms made large, and to have the pillars 
made very firm. God is going to conquer 
them, and they will be turned into asylums, 
and art galleries, and churches. The stores 
in which frandulent men do business, the 


splendid banking institutions, where the 
president and cashier put all their property 
in their wives’ hands and/then fail for $200, 


000—all these institutionsure to become the 
places where honest Christian men do busi- 
ness. 

How long will it take your “boys to get 
through your ill gotlen gains? The wicked 
do not live out half their days. For a while 
they swagger and strut and makea great 
splash in the newspapers, but after a while 
it all dwindles down into a brief paragraph:

Do not rub a man’s disposition 
the wrong way. Do not take the imperative 
mood when the subjunctive mood will do 
just as well, Do not talk in perfervid style 
to a phlegmatic, nor try to tickle a torrid 
temperament with an icicle. You can take 
any man for Christ if you know how to get 
athim. Do not send word to him that to-

Lesson the fourth: The importance of tak- 
ing good aim, ‘There is Joshua, but how are 
those people in ambush up yonder to know 
when they are to drop upon the city, and

vance? There must be somo signal—a signal 
to stop the one division and to start the 
other, Joshua, with a spear on which were 


| ordinarily hung the colors of battle, points 


toward tho city. He stands in such a con- 
Spicuous position, and there is so much of the 
morning light dripping from that spear tip, 
that all around the horizon theysee it. It was 
as much as to say: ‘'Thevo is the city. Take 
it. Take it now. Roll down from the west. 
Surge up from thenorth. It is ours, the city of 
Ai.” God knows and we know thata great 
deal of Christian attack amounts to nothing 
simply because we do not take good aim. 
Nobody knows and we do not know our- 
selves which point woe want to take, when 
we ought to make up our minds what God 
will have us to do, and point our spear in 
that direction and then burl our body, mind, 
soul, time, eternity at that one target. In 
our pulpits and pews and Sunday schools and 
prayer meetings we want to get a reputation 
for saying pretty things, and so we point 
our spear toward the flowers; or we want 
4& reputation for saying sublime things, 
and we point our spear toward the stars; or 
we want to get a reputation for historical 
knowledge, and we.point.our spear toward 
the past; or we Want tOged o repitation for 
great liberality, so weswing our spear all 
around; and it strikes all points of the 
horizon, and youcan make out of it what- 
ever you please; while there is the old world, 
proud, rebellious and armed against all 
righteousness; and instead of running any 
further away from its pursuit, we ought to 
turn around, plant our foot in the strength 
of the eternal God, and lift the old cross and 
point it in the direction of the world’s con- 
quest till the redeemed of earth, march- 
ingup from one side and the glorified of 
heaven marching down from the other side, 
the last battlement of sin is compelled to 
swing out the streamers of Emanuel. Oh, 
church of God, take aim and conquer. 

I have heard it said: ‘‘Look out for a man 
who has only one idea; he is irresistible.” I 
sny: Look out for the man who has one idea, 
and that a determination for soul saving. I 
believe God would strike me dead if I dared 
to point the spear in any other direction, 
Oh, for some of the courage and enthusiasm 
of Joshua! He flung two armies from the 
tip of that spear. It is sinful for us to 


rest, unless it is to get stronger 
muscle and fresher brain and purer 
heart for God's work. I feel on my 


head the bands of Christ in a new ordina- 
tion. Do you not feel the same omnipotent 
pressure? There is a work for all of us. Oh, 
that we might stand up side by side and 
point the spear toward the city! It ought to 
be taken. [t will be taken. Our cities are 
drifting off toward loose religion or what is 
called “liberal Christianity,” which is so 
liberal that it gives up all the cardinal doc- 
trines of the Bible, so liberal that it sur- 
renders the rectitude of the throne of the 
Almighty. That is liberality with a ven- 
geance. Let us decide upon the work which 
we, as Christian men, have to do, and, in the 
strength of God, go to work and do it, 

It is comparatively easy to keep on a 
parade amid a shower of bouquets and hand 
clapping, and the whole street full of en- 
thusiastic hurzas; but it is not so easy to 
stand up in the day of battle, the face black- 
ened with smoke, the uniform covered with 
the earth plowed up by whizzing bullets 
and bursting shells, half the regiment cut to 
pleces and yef the commander crying, ‘‘For- 
ward, march!” Then it requires old fashion- 
ed valor, My friends, the great troublo of 
the kingdom of God in this day js the cow- 
ards, They do splendidly on a parade 
day, and at the communion, when they 


have on their best clothes of Christian 
profession; but put thom out in the 
great battlo of life, at the first sbarp- 


shooting of skepticism they dodge, they 
fall back, they break ranks. We 
front the enemy, we open the battle against 
fraud, and lo! we find on our side a great 
many people that do not try to pay their 
debts. And we open the battle against in- 
temperance, and we find on our own sides 
great many people who drink too much, 
And we open the battle against profanity, 
and we find on our own side a great many 
men who make hard speeches. And we ofa 
the battle against infidelity, and lo! we find 
on our own side a great many men who are 
not quite sure about the Book of Jonah, And

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LONDON IN SUMMDBR, 


Grace Greenwood describes the Great 
Metropolis tn Midsummer, 


Rank and Fashion in the Summer Daya—Warm 
Weather Sights and Amuseinenta— The

American correspondents in London this 
summer have -aye dwelt with mournful 
emphasis on the dull fourteen days of so- 
cial eclipse following the demise of the 
Emperor Frederick. The Queen's edict, 
though smacking of absolutism, has, it 
seeme, been generally obeyed. Most men 
and acme women are inclined to reapect 
such grief for the loss of a son-in-law. Then 
the Jate Emperor was much liked and 
honestly respected by English people of all 
classes. A liberal-minded prince, without 
lex or visionary ideas, a soldier, without 
Jingoism, he was every inch a man, to 
whom the title of king or emperor could 
not add another inch. Whey should they 
not mourn for that vanished life of mag- 
nificent porsibilities, and for the silent 
tragedy, the unspeakable pathos of its end- 
ing! Except that it shed abroad at last 
an inspiring light of Christian heroism aud 
patience, it would be all loss, there would 
be no legacy of consolation left. 

The mourning of English royalty is doubt- 
less politically sincere, bub (the Queen ex- 
cepted) scarcely profound in a human and 
homely way. The fact that while the end 
was imminent, the Prince and Princess of 
Wales went as usual in atate to Ascot, and 
were called away from that scene of gayety 
and gambling by the news of the last mor- 
tal change, is significant. Catholic princes 
would have been at that solemn time ou 
their knees, in chapel or oratory, praying 
forthe restoration or oternal salvation of 
thoir great kinsman. 

It seems to me that no one who saw Un- 
ser Fritz as we saw him last, riding with 
his royal brothers-in-law in the great Jubi 
lee procession, can begrudge his august 
shade a little crape, some heertfelt regret 
—a few tearseven. In that incomparable 
body-guard of the proud Queen, he was 
the noblest, the grandest figure; too dig- 
nified and self-poised, perhaps, to be pa- 
thetic, even to such as knew the man was 
doomed—that the skeleton hand was al- 
ready clutching his throat. 

[ have been touched by hearing how 
picusly the fauhionable London ladies iaid 
aside their robes of many colors for sombre 
black velvet and silk ; how they have gone 
about mourofully trailing clouds of black 
lace and carrying weight ot jingling jet. 
But Providence grants them consolation in 
their woe —stars their night of loyal sorrow. 
Never, we read, were diamonds seen to 
such advantage and in such profusion in 
Covent Garden Opera House as during the 
late time of heavy mourning. The maimed 
London season is dragging its slow length 
along under this malapropos dispensation, 
and preseltly, if not sooner, that town of 
towus will be quite deserted by rank and 
fashion.~ But will everything end? Will 
London be empty? Not to any alarming 
extent. Mould will not encrust the stones 
of Hanover Square, nor rust settle on the 
altar-rails of St. George’s. ‘* Green pas- 
tures” will not come to Piccadilly. There 
is life enough left in London in August to 
stock the world,—hervic, sinful, happy, 
wrotched, toiling, struggling, roaring, re- 
velling human life. Americans on their 
first visit unfortunately belated, need nob 
quite despair of amusemeut. Certain the- 
atres and the music-halls are always open. 
Admittance is easily obtained to the Tower, 
the Royal Mews, and New-gate Prison. 
Thon there is ** Madame Tussaud,”’ with 
an ever fresh supply, foreign and domestic,

Here you see saurians in 
their beloved mud, seals on their rocks, 
beavers keeping house comfortably, nomi- 
nating conventions of monkeys, Dorcas 
societies and Browning} clubs of parrots, 
and more snakes than were ever dreamed 
of oubofan inebriate asylum, No, not 
even in the dog-days need strangers in Lon-

fair daughters, promenading as silent and 
joyless as a Blimber boarding-school. 
Sometimes they paused near us, very near, 
but seemed infinitely far away, as they fiix- 
ed on usa true British stare, blank, yet 
stern, which seomed to say, ‘‘ I don’t see 
you, you know,and I don’t like your looks.” 
Ah, Max O'Rell, bravest, wittiest, and 
most charming of satirists, how well you 
understand and paint this sort of people | 
Brighton is a properer place than it was in 
the time of the naughty Prince Regent, but 
not so jolly as when under his rollicking 
The only rollickers here now are 
the waves. It was generally too rough for 
comfortable bathing, and rash young people 
who went out for a sail, brave and boastful, 
usually came back silent and subdued, hav- 
ing ‘suffered a sea change into something 
limp and strange.” 

When, last summer, we wanted a little 
sea air, and society friends advised us not 
to go to Margate, because it was so noisy a 
place, su affected by common people bent 
on having a good time, we said, ‘* Why, it’s 
just the place for us!” It was not that we 
particularly wanted to amuse ourselves, 
but we wanted to see a few English holiday- 
takersreally jolly. So we went to Margate, 
We did not stop in the lower town, how- 
ever, where the cockneys ** most do congre 
gate,” and where are the jolliest doings, 
but went to the airier, cleaner, and, I must 
confess, more aristocratic upper town. It 
was from the bluffs—the Fort—that we 
watched those dreadful ‘* common people” 
enjoying themselves, with their wives and 
children or aweethearts. They were noisy, 
rough, often vulger in manner and dress, 
They filled the air with laughter, music- 
hall songs, and the popping of ginger-beer 
corks ; they strewed the beach with melon- 
rinds and that superfluous letter, H,—but 
at a distance [ enjoyed their frolics, rough 
but real—almost their horse laughs and 
horse plays. Lliked to see them ** let go.” 

Perhaps it was because our quarters were 
rather narrow, though neat and pleasant,

After much negotiation the two companies, 
controlled by Mr. Sibley and Mr, Cornell, 
were united by an act of the Wisconsin legis- 
lature dated March 4, 1856, and of the New 
York legislature a month later, under the 
namo of the Western Union Telegraph com- 


pany. 


Speaking of Mr. Gladstone's recent speech 


at Hampstead, a writer in The Liverpool 
Press suys: “‘Mr. Gladstone was in almost 
exuberant spirits, and as his well kuown 
form, rendered more conspicuons by his light 
gray summer suit and white hat, moved 
briskly from one group to another, there was 
much marveling at his phenomenal vitality.

common to the prairie country—we come 
across patches of land of from: three to ten 
rods square, where the soll waa quite differ 
ent in color and texture from that on all 
sides, ‘Though, when firet broken, the prai 


rie sod over these patches was not observed 
to beara different kind of vogotation, still 
when cultivated thoy refnsed to ylold a crop 
of either corn, small grain or vegetables. 
However, when hoayily manured, they have 
been brought up to the average fertility of 
I now recognize that 


the soil surrounding 
these barron spots were originally buffalo 
wallows—the fact having been revealed to 
me within a week, after puzzling over it for 
a generation, Before 1806—when the phe- 
nomenal snow storm of December of that 
year nearly annihilated them—buffalo, elk, 
deer and antelope fairly swarmed in May 
and Juno over this, tha middle portion of 
the Grand prairie of Tilmois, 

The ‘spots’ chosen for wallows were no 
dotibt originally Iieks or springs, the waters 
of which were more or less charged with 
salta of soda, iron and sulpbur.’ In such 
spots the buffalo drank to satisfy his thirst 
both for water and mineral tonics; and here 
he rolled to cool off in the heat of summer 
and at the samo time.to protect himself with 
mud enough to save his hide from the lances 
of the green head flies that wore as thick as 
bees in the tall grass. These wallows were 
no doubt returned to overy summer, and in 
course of time—centuries moro or Tess—the 
repeated wallowing 50 changed the nature of 
the soil, so mixed and mingled it with the 
blue clay subsoll, so impregnated it with the 
salts of sulphur and fron, that the elements 
of plant food were eliminated and substances 
injurious to vegetation took their place, 
These barren spots in the prairies have been 
known to farmers and coltivators ever since 
the settlementof the country, but the secret 
of their origin seems never to have‘ been dis- 
covered, or if told, never repented so as to 
become common, property.—Cor, Country 
Gentleman, 

New Motive Power, 

The,steady, progress which is being, made 
in mechanical science has received another 
illustration by a novel method of propelling 
Ships which has just beef submitted to the 
naval profession. ‘The representative of this 
now type of vessel is the Zephyr, the second 
of its kind, which has Been constructed from 
the desis of Mr. A: F. Yarrow of Messrs. 
Yarrow & Co., the well known flrm of tor- 
pedo boat builders, of Poplar, London, and 
which was brought under the notice of the 
Institution of Naval Architects at its recent 
meeting. The construction of the vessel dif- 
fers very little from steam launches, except 
that the machinery4s' Placed right at her 
stern, while the fuel is carried in a tank in 
her bows; the intervening space being re- 
served for passengers, ‘cargo, etc, 

Itisinconnection with the propulsion of the 
boat that a) uew departure has been taken, 
the fuel used being a highly volatile bydro- 
carbon, one of the carly products in the dis- 
tillation of petroleum, having a specific 
gravity of from 0.725 to 0.73, This liquid is 
an article of commerce in the United States, 
and can be purchased there at the rate of 
flye pence per gallon. The novelty of its ap- 
plication is that the vapor of this hydro-car- 
bon is made to serve at the same time as the 
fuel and propelling agent, ,As to the Zephyr, 
this vessel is thirty-six feot in length by six 
feet beam, and is built of steel. The hull 
weighs fourteen hundredweight and the ma- 


_chinery six handredweight, making a weight 


of one ton. There is nothjng in the construc- 
tion of the hull which calls for special re- 
mark, nor is the propelling machinery—an 
ordinary direct acting inverted engine, pro- 
vided with the usual link motion, feed pumps, 
etc.—of an exceptional type,—Chambers’ 
Journal.

Lawrence being such a to lead to hor eject 
ment from the hotel in which she was stop: 
ping. She returned home and then became 
acquainted with Chas E. George, a dashing 
newspaper ian, working on one of the local 
papers. A New Englander by birth, he 
came here from the far west he re he had 
been practising as a lawyer and had earne: 
somewhat of a reputation, but had to loave 
there because of some social scandal with | 
which he was connected. Ho came here 
after having, as he said, worked up a imu 
der case in New E ngland, which had puzzlec 
the detectives, in the interests of a Bostor 
paper, He secured work hore as night edi 
tor of a morning paper, and eventu ally | 
worked up a big connection with Amoricat 
papors, including The New York World, 
and by incans of drawing the long bow, at 
which he was an adept, secured a monopoly 
of sensational news which oxisted solely ir 
his fertile brain. 

After being introduced to Mrs. Ward he 
becamo a frequent visitor at her house 
especially in the afternoon when Ward was 
at his business. The neighbors began tc 
talk.as noighbora will do and the injured 
husband gradually became cognizant of his 
danger and ordered Geonge out of the house. 
A fow days later Mrs. Ward left on a visit 
to Quebec, accompanied by a woman whose 
husband, just then dead, had for many years 
held the most important office in the gift of 
the citizens, and curiously enough George 
also went to Quebec. Mrs. Ward after a 
week's absence returned home, said she had 
been away with Mr, B, and resumed her 
placeathome, <A fow days later the citizens 
were startled by tho arrest of Mrs. Ward 
on acharge of having attempted to poison 
her hiisband by putting powdored glass in 
his wa. The beverege sue analyzed by a 
leading chemist and a quantity of the glass 
found, bat meanwhile Mrs. Ward, who had 
been released on bail, crossed the border, 
going to New York, where she atill is be- 
lieved to be.

the traffic'from that source which is bound 
for the east will strike the main line here,

perhaps an injury. The Ontario Govern- 
ment, through the Legislature, forced us 
into paying $50,000 which was not earned 
and deprived us of the control of the direc- 
tion of the railway, which was one of the 
conditions of the bonus. As part of the 
Midland, under Mr, Cox’s management, 
the road was operated in the interest of 
Peterborough, and during that time the 
advantages were overbalanced by the dis- 
advantages. A great change for the bet- 
ter took place, however, when the 
Grand Trunk assumed the management, 
Market trains were run, better rates were 
given, the road was straightened and short- 
ened and put in first-class physical condi- 
tion, very much to the benefit of Belle- 
ville. Now, owing to the acquisition by 
the Grand Trunk of the Northern and 
North-Western, tho timber rafting trade 
centres here, and from 1,000 to 1,200 cars 
of timber will be rafted here this season. 
This trade gives employment to a consider- 
able number of men, train hands and rafts- 
men included. A considerable amount of 
through freight also passes over the road, 
and the local traffic is large and steadily in- 
creasing. From this source Belleville de- 
rives a great deal of benefit in ways too 
numerous to be partioularized. That the 
city is now being repaid for its investment 
in the Grand Junction there can be no 
reasonable doubt. 

The Grand Trunk has dealt fairly with 
and been of great benefit to Belleyille ;

BRITISH COLUMBLA'S BOUNDARY. 


As there has of late been some dincus- 
sion as to the boundary between British 
Columbia and Alaska, it is interesting to 
know that the line was thus specified by a 
convention concluded between Great Brit- 
ain and Russia, of whose territory Alaska 
then formed a part,in 1825 :—'Commencing 
from the southernmost point of the island 
called Prince of Wales Island, which point 
lies in the parallel of 54.40 north latitude, 
and between the 13ist and 133rd degrees 
of weat longitude (meridian of Greenwich), 
the said line shall ascend to the north, 
along the channel called the Portland 
channel, as far as the point of the contin. 
ent where it strikes the 56th degree of 
north latitude. From this last mentioned 
point, the line of demarcation shall 
follow the summit of the mountains 
situated parallel to the coast, as far as 
the point of intersection of the 141st degree 
of west longitude (of the same meridian) and 
finally, from the said point of intersection 
of the said meridian, in its prolongation, as 
faras the Frozen Ocean. With reference 
to the line of demarcation laid down in the 
preceding articles, it is understood: 1st, that 
the island called Prince of Wales’ Island 
shall belong wholly to Russia; 2ad, that 
whenever the summit of the mountains 
which extend in a direction parallel to the 
coast from the Dbth degree of north latituie 
to the point of intersection of the 141st de- 
gree of west longitude shall prove to be at a 
distance of moro than ten marine leagues 
from the ocean, the limit between the Brit 
ish posseasions and the line of coast which

A New Gunpowder, 

A new gunpowder, said to bo a great im- 
provement on anything of the sort hitherto 
manufactured haa been invented in England, 
where it has made asticin both sporting 
and military circles. While giving the pro- 
jectile a much greater volocity than any 
common powder could do, the new powder 
is said to strain the gun barrel much less 
and to make the gun recoil less. That the 
burning of # powder which produces a less 
maximum pressure in the gun barrol, or 
strains the gun barre! leos than some other 
powder, should nevertheless give a greater 
velocity to the projectile, is asort of a para- 
dox. Of course, the fact is that the new 
powder burns more slowly than the old 
kinde, but still produces so much gas that 
the total amount of energy imparted to the 
projectilo as it travels the length of the gun 
barcel is greater than when a quicker burn- 
ing powderis used, A quick burning powder 
is nll converted into gas before the projectile 
gots under headway, and so exerts an enor- 
mous pressure fora very short space of time, 
straining the barrel and making the gun 
kick, The projectile then starts on its way 
and the pressure rapidly diminishes. With 
slow-burning powders the projectile starts 
towards the muzzle before a quarter of the 
powder is consumed, perhaps, and so makes 
room for the increasing volume of gases. 
Instead of the pressure on the base of the 
projectile decreasing as it moves, however, 
as in the case of quick burning powders, 
there is an increase fora measurable dis- 
tance with slow-burning powders,

Deaf When Off His Engine, 

Some time ago, says the Columbus Jour- 
nal, an engine driver on the little Miami 
Railroad was suspended because, after hay- 
ing been examined by Dr. Clark, he was 
found to be quitedeaf. The engineer claim- 
ed at the time that he could hear every- 
thing while running his engine ; but the 
doctor found that in a still room he could 
not hear ordinary conversation a foot away. 
The engineer lives at Cincinnati, and re- 
ceived treatment in that city for his disease, 
but without any special benefit. After be- 
ing suspended eight months the engineer 
again came to Dr, Clarke and insisted that 
he could hear perfectly while on a moving 
engine. The doctor thought he would test 
the case, and, accompanying the man to 
Cincinnati, made a number of experiments 
with him on engines. The result was that 
the doctor found the engineer was not only 
telling the truth in regard to the matter, 
but also that the duaf man could hear low 
remarks and whispers on a moving engine 
thateven Dr. Olark’s keen ear failed to catch. 
The engineer was reinstated in his 
place.

Hamuuton, July 30,—Saturday night Ellen 
Milmine, mother of the young girl who com- 
mitted suicide by taking u dose of rough on 
rats a few months ago, attempted to hang 
herself while confined in the cells, Mrs. 
Milmine lives with her husband at 10 Vic- 
toria-avenue south. She was arrested about 
10 o'clock for ae-\ulting him, The woman 
raised considera:le noise after she was plac- 
ed in the cells and Constable Lowry, who 
was on station duty, had occasion to go out 
and tell her to keep quiet.

She 
was unconscious when Constables Blakely 
and Lowry cut her down. Dr, Ryall was 
telephoned for, but before he arrived the 
woman had regained consciousness and was 
allright again. For fear that she would 
try to hang herself again she was taken to 
the jail. At the ‘police court this morning 
she was fined $5 ona charge of being drunk 
and disorderly and was remanded for a week 
on the charge of attempting to commit 
Suicide, it being thought that she is not in 
her right mind.
